[Text] The llth Foreign Ministers' Conference of Islamic Countries was held 
at Islamabad, Pakistan, from 17 to 22 May. The conference discussed the 
situation in Afghanistan, the Middle East and the Gulf region and adopted 

a series of resolutions. It examined the progress of the implementation of 
resolutions on the Afghan issue adopted by the foreign ministers' confer- 
ence of Islamic countries held this January. It also unanimously approved 
@ resolution demanding the immediate, total and unconditional withdrawal of 
all Soviet troops from Afghanistan and reaffirmed respect for the inalien- 
able right of the Afghan people to determine their own form of government 
and choose their social system without foreign intervention. This just 
stand reflects the Islamic countries’ strong indignation toward the Soviet 
invasion of Afghanistan, fully expresses the strong will of the Islamic 
countries and peoples to support the Afghan people's struggle against Soviet 
invasion and displays the unity among the Islamic countries in their strug- 
gle against Soviet aggression and expansion. Facts have once again demon- 
strated that the Islamic countries have become a vigorous political force 
in the international arena and are playing an important role in the strug- 
gle for defending national independence and state sovereignty against hege- 
moniesm and maintaining peace in Asia and the world as a whole. 


During the past 4 months, the Soviet Union has ignored the resolutions 
adopted by the UN General Assembly and the foreign ministers’ conference of 
Islamic countries on the withdrawal of Soviet troops from Afghanistan. It 
has sent in reinforcements to Afghanistan, deployed ballistic missiles, 
built large-scale strategic airports, intensified the war of aggression 

and changed Afghanistan into ite spring board and outpost for aggression 
and expansion in South Asia and the Gulf region. Under these circumstances, 
the members of the Islamic conference adhered to principle and unanimousiv 
and resolutely demanded the withdrawal of Soviet troops from Afghanistan. 
Thies is the key to solving the Afghan problem. It is obvious that without 














a Soviet withdrawal, the restoration of nacional independence and state 
sovereignty in Afghanistan is out of the question, let alone che relaxation 
of tension in this region. Foreign ministers of the Ielamic countries re- 
iterated the demand for the withdrawal of Soviet troops from Afghanistan. 
This was a heavy blow to Soviet hegemonism. In the face of the just stand 
Upheld at the Islamic conference, Soviet hegemonists arbitrarily exerted 
pressure on the participating countries, reviled the sponsor countries of 
the conference as "reactionary Arab and Moslem countries," slandered the 
Moslem leaders who attended the conference as "followers of imperialism and 
Zionism" and "being led by the imperialist force" and even threatened these 
leaders by saying that "they would come to a disgraceful end." The Soviet 
hegemonists also tried to tempt member countries by saying that if the for- 
eign ministers’ conference of Islamic countr les reversed its earlier resolu- 
tion on refusal of direct contacts with the Kabul regime, the Soviet Un‘on 
would withdraw ite troops from Afghanistan. At the same time, it incited 
the Karmal regime to dish out a so-called "statement" proposing that "bi- 
lateral talks" be held with Pakistan and Iran to bring about the "normali- 
zation of relations." They aleo tried their best to win international re- 
cognition of the Karmal regime and legalize Soviet aggression in Afghani- 
stan. 


However, most Islamic countries saw through the Soviet scheme. Iran and 
Pakistan flatly refused the "olive branch" extended by the Kabul regime and 
the foreign ministers’ conference of Islamic countries refused to contact 
the Kabul regime before the Soviet withdrawal from Afghanistan. All this 
shows that the Soviet Union has been making fruitless efforts. 


Due to the scramble of the superpowers, the South and West Asian regions 

are in turmoil, threatening the security of many Islamic countries. The 
current ministers’ conference of Islamic countries condemned Israel for 
illegally declaring that Jerusalem is its capital. The conference esked 

the UN Security Council to convene an emergency meeting to impose sanctions 
on Israel. It also called on the United States and Iran to make efforts to 
solve the hostage problem. All this reflects the common wish of the [elamic 
countries to maintain stability in the Middle East and the Persian Gulf 
region and to get rid of superpower intervention. 


There are currently two courses of action facing the Islamic countries and 
all countries which are concerned about the independence and security of 
their own country and world peace. The first course is to go in for a tit 
for tat against Soviet hegemonic expansion, cut its claws in the places it 
has invaded, puncture its arrogance, support the people's struggle against 
aggression and make positive efforts to postpone a possible world war. The 
other way is to ignore the source of war and aggression, appease armed ag- 
gression and allow invaders to trample on the territory and sovereignty of 
other countries. This might lead to a new world war and a recurrence of 
the Afghan incident in places where the aggressors get a chance. The 
Islamic countries and the foreign ministers’ conferences of Islamic coun- 
tries held this year did not shirk their historical responsibility. They 
have made a correct choice between justice and might and between independ- 
ence and oppression which was not only beneficial to the stability and 
security of this region, but also to world peace.

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WORLD COURT RULES FOR RELEASE OF HOSTAGES

[Text] Beijing, 24 May (XINHUA)--The International Court of Juetice, the 
judicial arm of the United Nations, today unanimously ruled that the Ameri- 
cans held hostage in Iran should be released immediately and reiterated the 
appeal to both countries to avoid action which might aggravate tension be- 
tween them, according to news reports from The Hague. 


The court declared by a unanimous vote that no hostage may be tried or forced 
to be a witness in Iran. 


In its judgement delivered by court President Humphrey Waldock of Britain, 
the court said that Iran should pay damages to the United States and ordered 
the return to U.S. control of the U.S. Embassy compound in Tehran and the 
consulates in Tabriz and Shiraz. 


The court decided, against a few dissenting votes, that the seizure of the 
hostages and endorsement of the action by the Iranian Government demonstrate 
“successive and continuing breaches" by Iran of its obligations under inter- 
national conventions and the treaty between Iran and the United States. 


The dissenting votes on a number of court decisions involved three of the 15 
judges--the Soviet, Polish and Syrian. 


The court rejected the Iranian view, outlined in two letters to the court, 
that the hostage issue should not be considered outside the context of his- 
torical relationships between the two countries. Iran was not represented in 
the court today. 


Referring to the aborted U.S. rescue operation for the hostages, the court 
"feels bound to observe that an operation undertaken in these circumstances 
for whatever motive is of a kind calculated to undermine respect for the 
judicial process in international relations."

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U.S. EXPANDS FACTLITIES AT DIEGO GARCIA

[Text] Beijing, 29 May (XINHUA)--The United States is speeding up expan- 
sion of facilities at its base on the British-run Indian Ocean island of 
Diego Garcia, according to Western press reports reaching here today. This 
is part of the U.S. effort to increase its military presence in the Indian 
Ocean-Gulf region following the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. 


The expansion work, started after the Afghan invasion, includes enlargement 
of air, naval, storage and workshop facilities and improvement of accommo- 
dation and roads. 


AP quoted a qualified British source as saying that "In the past few months 
American technical, maintenance and military personnel in Diego Garcia have 
at least doubled to around 4,000 or 5,000.... Facilities for air surveil- 
lance, naval ceplenishment, storage, repair and maintenance have been ex- 
tended swiftly and activity in the island nowadays is intense." 


A British Foreign Office spokesman said that six or seven specially made 
vessels carrying military equipment were expected to start arriving at Diego 
Garcia in July. The prepositioned equipmest- will be used to support U.S. 
forces to be rapidly deployed in the region in time of emergency. 


The spokesman said that the British Government had endorsed the U.S. plan 
to expand the base on Diego Garcia. 


The U.S. uses the Diego Garcia base under a 1976 agreement with Britain 
designed to counter the growing Soviet naval build-up in the Indian Ocean. 
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INDONESIA CURTAILING OIL CONSUMPTION

[Text] Hong Kong, 2 Jun (XINHUA)--Even a notable oil producer like Indo- 
nesia now feels the oil pinch. 


Crude petroleum is Indonesia's top hard currency earner and accounts for 
roughly 70 per cent of the country's revenue from exports. Yet, Indonesia 
is facing the dilemma of low and sometimes negative growth rate of oil ex- 
traction vis-a-vis steadily rising domestic demand which averaged 13.8 per 
cent a year between 1975 and 1979--a fact which threatens the country's 
badly needed hard currency income. 


So the Indonesian Government is bracing up to face the challenge by a planned 
effort to make bigger use of other energy resources--natural gas, coal, 
hydro-power--in order to restrain the mounting home demand for oil. It 
expects to save about 25 million barrels a year by 1984, the last year of 

the government's third plan. 


According to the United Nations Monthly Bulletin of Statistics (April 1980), 
the country produced about 90 million metric tons of crude in 1977 and about 
80 million in 1978. Roughly one-third of this output goes for export. 


According to official estimates, Indonesia's natural gas deposits amount to 
some 3 billion cubic metres. It began to popularize the use of natural gas 
as fuel to replace oil and electricity in May, 1979. At present, natural 
gas pipelines are being laid in Jakarta. A government plan envisages that 
natural gas consumed in 1984 will account for 16.2 per cent of the country's 
total nergy consumption. 


Indonesia's coal stock has been estimated at 15 billion tons. It hopes to 
raise its yearly output from the present 400,000 tons to 2.2 million tons in 
1984 and 9 million tons in 1994. To reach that goal, the government has 
planned to spend US$1 billion in mining a big coal mine found in South 
Sumatra in 1978 and build a power station in Surabaya to use this coal. 














Indonesia is also rich in hydro-electric resources, estimated at about 31] 
million kilowatts. However, only 10 per cent of the resources has been ex- 
ploited. It started the construction of two large hydraulic power plants, 
one of the Asahan River in North Sumatra and the other in Saguling, West 
Java, this year. The Asahan power plant with a generating capacity of 1.2 
million kilowatte of electricity will be the biggest in Southeast Asia. 
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"XINHUA' ON WORSENING U.S. ECONOMY

[Text] Beijing, 31 May (XINHUA)--Recent U.S. official figures show that 
the current U.S. economic situation continues to worsen. 


The overall index of leading economic indicators plunged a record 4.8 per 
cent in April, the largest month decline since the Commerce Department be- 
gan compiling these figures in 1948. Thie is only the second time in the 
three-decade history of the index that all 10 leading economic indicators, 
including the layoff rate, stock prices and building permite, fell. The 
Commerce Department's chief economist, Courtenay Slater, said that the drop 
in the index of leading economic indicators signalled a deepening of the re- 
cession. She predicted a steep decline in industrial production and the 
Gross National Product. 


Industrial production in the United States has fallen since February for 
three consecutive months. The overall industrial production index in April 
was down 2.9 per cent from ite peak in March 1979. Automobiles were as- 
sembled at an annual rate of 6 million unite--30 per cent below that re- 
corded for the first six monthe of last year. The rate of housing starts 
in April wae 42 per cent below that of one year ago. The number of unem- 
ployed stood at 7,256,000, a sharp increase of 825,000 from March. 


Pactories operated at 81 per cent of capacity in April, down 2 percentage 

poiuce from March and 4.3 percentage pointe from the same period last year, 
the lowest operating rate since February 1977. New factory orders for dur- 
able goods in April fell a seasonally adjusted 4.2 per cent, the third con- 
secutive month of decline. Machine tool orders for April were down 22 per 
cent from March, showing that the economic recession has affected th pro- 


duction of key capital goods. 


Meanwhile, retail sales in April decline 1.2 per cent. The April decrease 
compared with a decline of 2.3 per cent in March. Durable goods sales fell 


5.3 per cent in April. 


RUSINESS WEEK in ite June 9 issue commented, “The recession is hitting harder 
than economists—-both private and government --anticipated."

Nguyen Co Thach made a statement at a presse conference here at the end of 
his recent visit that Vietnam was ready to guarantee Thailand's sovereignty, 
integrity and stability. 


The paper says, just imagine how ridiculous it would be if Thai Foreign 
Minister Sitthi Saweteila went to Kuala Lumpur or Rangoon and said that 
Thailand will guarantee the sovereignty of Malaysia or Burma. “But of 
course," it adds, “there is a difference between Thailand and Vietnan. 
Vietnam is the surrogate of a superpower, while Thailand has maintained 
her independence down through the centuries on her own efforte and kow-tows 
to no nation, big or emall.” 


It pointe out that Thach's statement ie particularly rude to a free people. 


It says, “Por Thach to have said what he did there must be some misconception 
in Hanoi that Thailand is cowering in fear of Indochina after the Vietnamese 
invasion and occupation of Kampuchea." "This is « misunderstanding which 
the leaders in Hanoi must get rid of," the paper declares, adding “Sure, 

we do not want the war to epill over, nor do we want more refugees which 
are both destabilizing influences. Thailand does not want foreign troops 
either in Kampuchea or in Afghanistan as the UN resolutions say."

Inetead of nullifying the proceedings, their absence had enabled the con- 
ference to run smoothly, he noted. 


All the countries attending the conference agreed that there should be a 
political solution to the Kampuchean problem, he said. 


The Vietnamese had failed in their military objective because there is com- 
tinuing resistance from the Democratic Kampuchean forces. The Vietnamese 
are isolated and snubbed at international conferences, he said. 


The Vietnamese cannot forever be able to support a large army of about 
one million for long, he observed. 


Rajaratnam was appointed the second deputy prime minister of Singapore 
yesterday.

[Text) Tokyo, 29 May (XINHUA correspondent Kong Mai)--The current energy 
crieie has posed a grave challenge to Japan's economic security and one of 
the country's strategic taske is to solve this problem. 


Poor in resources, Japan depends on importe for about 88 per cent of its 
primary energy supply, three quarters of it being ofl, and buys from abroad 
virtually all the of] it needs. Dependence on imported of] makes Japan's 
economy highly vulnerable to energy crisis. 


Special committees and consultative organe have been established within the 
Japanese Diet, cabinet and big enterprises to seek ways and means to cope 
with the energy crisis. Suggestions and plans for solving the energy prob- 
lem have also been made by economists. A report on “Energy Strategy for the 
2let Century" was made in October 1978 by an advisory body to the Ministry 
of International Trade and Industry. It calle for promotion of energy 
conservation, stabilization of oil supply, development and dissemination 

of new energy resources as alternatives to oil, etc. 


Japanese economic and energy experts think that energy shortage would be 
protracted and Japan's future economic growth rate would depend on how 
effectively the limited energy resources could be utilized and conserved. 
Since the industrial sector accounts for more than half of all energy con- 
sumption and the household and commercial sector accounts for only 20 per 
cent, it is very important for the industrial sector to save as much energy 
as possible. A law on the rational use of energy was published last Octo- 
ber instructing the industries to save energy. The government aleo called 
on the whole nation to save energy and fixed Pebruary as “Energy-Saving 
Month" and the first day of every month as “Energy-Saving Day. 


Since the 1973 ofl crisis, Japan has given ite energy strategy top consider- 
ation in working out economic and diplomatic policies and laid stress on 
energy in the country's scientific and technological research. A basic 














plan for energy study was drawn up by the Mintetry of International Trade 
and Industry last year. In the development of new energy resources, 4 
“sunshine project" to study the use of solar energy was drawn up in 1974, 
while a “moonlight plan” wae started this year to atudy how to save energy 
and fully utilise energy resources including those which can only generate 
light ae weak as that of the’moon. The scientific research outlay in fiscal 
1980 of 23.54 per cent or 302,800 million yen, would be used for energy 
research and 73.9 per cent of this would be used for atomic energy research. 
Liquefaction and gasification of coal is also being promoted. Japanese in- 
duatries are trying to cooperate with international o11 monopolies to keep 
pace with the development of new energy resources which would be of setra- 
tegic importance. The Japanese Government has taken charge of the coal 
liquefaction cooperation project with Australia. A new company will be 
founded to carry out the coal liquefaction plan jointly made with the United 
States and Weet Germany. 


Petroleum, life line of the Western countries, has been a cause of instabil- 
ity in the Middle East and the object of Soviet-U.S. rivalry. The energy 
iesue which reflects the contradictions of the capitalist world ie further 
complicated by Soviet aggression and expansion. Thie is the international 
background of the “energy diplomacy" pursued by Japan lately. It is note- 
worthy that such terms ae “all-directional" and “equal distant" diplomacy 
have been seldom heard of in Japanese official statements and documents in 
recent years. A new gesture of Japan's “energy diplomacy" is to denounce 
Soviet aggression against Afghanistan and its attempt to seize the oil re- 
sources in the Gulf area. To support the U.S. boycott of the summer 
Olympics is also a new step in Japanese diplomacy. 


International cooperation centering round the energy issue is the nucleus 
of Japan's energy diplomacy and an important part of its energy strategy. 
The committee for energy policy promotion formed by over 70 companies re- 
lated to energy industries recently published a pamphlet entitled "Japan 
and the Oi] Problem." The pamphlet says: “Japan's success in her energy 
strategy hinges in no emall measure on the success of her international col- 
laboration in the energy field. The U.S., Japan and other industrialized 
economies are all in the same boat on the troubled waters of the world oil 
market. Japan's efforts will inevitably involve both undertakings of in- 
dividual nations and their collective actions. This international collabor- 
ation both in and outeide the International Energy Agency (IEA) should be 
strengthened, and Japan remains supportive of increased joint efforts." An 
economic whitepaper published by the Ministry of International Trade and 
Industry says that the stress of Japan's economic cooperation with the 
developing countries should be laid on acquiring energy resources and raw 
materiale and, at the same time, taking into consideration the needs of the 
developing countries. Former Foreign Minister Sunao Sonoda's visit to Africa 
and Latin America last year and his trip to the Middle East this year as a 
special envoy of the prime minister is part of Japan's energy diplomacy to 
seek stabilized and diversified o11 supply and strengthen economic coopera- 
tion with the oil-producing countries. 
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Economic cooperation between Japan and China has grown considerably in re- 
cent years. Mutual vieite between leaders of the two countries have con- 
tributed greatly to the establishment and development of friendship and 
promotion of economic cooperation between the two countries. Thies year, 
China and Japan strengthened their cooperation in the development of energy 
resources and both the Japanese Government and businesemen have attached 
great importance to thie cooperation with broad prospects. 


The Pacific basin cooperation concept put forth by Prime Minister Masayoshi 


Ohira ie a far-sighted etrategy for strengthening international cooperation, 
solving the energy iesue and achieving economic security.

QUOTES FROM PAPERS ON SRV EFFORT TO SPLIT ASEAN

[Text] Bangkok, 28 May (XINHUA)--Vietnam has been trying to divide mem- 
bers of the Association of South East Asian Nations (ASEAN) over differences 
in emphasis on aspects of the ovevall attitude toward the Kampuchea conflict, 
but it hae failed says an article in the local English newspaper BANGKOK 


POST today. 


The article says the ASEAN countries are now aware of Vietnamese "efforts 
to cause a split in the alliance." 


The ASEAN governments, it points out, should keep in mind that the Viet- 
namese are among the most effective deceivers in the world. 


Referring to Vietnamese Foreign Minister Nguyen Co Thach's recent visit to 
Thailand, the paper says “Although he tries to give the impression at a 
presse conference that his government is reasonable, friendly and ready for 
settlement, Thach has been characteristically tough, unyielding and demand- 
ing in official discussions here." 


On Vietnamese refusal to withdraw ite forces from Kampuchea, the paper says 
Nguyen Co Thach claimed that the move was "to forestall alleged Chinese 
designe against Kampuchea--and against Vietnam itself." However, the paper 
pointe out, "He did not explain how Chinese troops could get to Kampuchea 
with Vietnam and Laos blocking land routes, or how 20 Vietnamese divisions 
in Kampuchea could protect Vietnam itself from Chinese invasion." 


The Thai newspaper MATICHON says in an article today that what Nguyen Co 
Thach talked about during this visit "goes against Thailand's position." 


"This indicates that Vietnam would not change its attitude and stand on the 
Kampuchean issue, since Vietnam is die-hardly pursuing Moscow's line and 
pushing ahead expansionist policies," the paper notes. 


Therefore, it saye, Thailand should not adjust its policies for the settle- 
ment of the Kampuchean problems to cater to Vietnam's needs.

But Thailand, "in concert with the other 
four members of the ASEAN, faults the Kampuchea situation itself to the 
instability in the region," it declares. 


“How can Vietnam expect ASEAN not to concern itself with Kampuchea when the 
situation in that country threatens not only to destabilize the region 
but also to involve Thailand in the war as a frontline state"? it aske. 


The situation in Kampuchea "will expose Southeast Asia to the forces of 
expansionism and exploitation, not only weakening the region but also han- 


pering its people's drive towards stability, peace and progress," the 
article warns.

[Text] Beijing, 28 May (XINHUA)--Two hundred representatives of govern- 
ment, industrial and financial circles from 15 countries and areas including 
five ASEAN countries, China, Australia, New Zealand, Hong Kong, India and 
Japan attended a two-day international symposium in Tokyo from May 26 to 27, 
according to a TOHO report. 


Also among the participants were representatives from the Asian Development 
Bank, ESCAP (United Nations Economic and Social Commission for Asia and 
Pacific), and World Bank. 


Participants to the symposium, entitled "Business Cooperation Between Asia- 
Pacific and Japan in the 1980's," stressed the importance of promoting eco- 
nomic cooperation among the countries in the Asia-Pacific region to ensure 
ite stability. 


Japanese Prime Minister Ohira underlined this in his message to the symposium 
when he said: "The prosperity of the Asian-Pacific region is key to the 
peace and stability of this region." 


Other participants noted that if economic growth is to continue into the 
eighties in spite of rising oil prices, economic cooperation must address 
the many serious economic problems facing the developing countries in the 


region. 


The representatives also discussed the particulars of the various forms 
of direct investment and financial cooperation. 


Chinese representative Cui Yan Xu, vice-chairman of the board of directors 
and vice president of the Bank of China, attended the symposium. 


Cui Yan Xu arrived in Japan on May 5 as the leader of a delegation from the 
Bank of China at the invitation of the Federation of Bankers’ Associations 
of Japan and the Association for the Promotion of International Trade. The 
delegation left Japan for home this afternoon.

JAPAN, U.S. OFFICIALS DISCUSS ARMS STANDARDIZATION

[Text] Tokyo, 29 May (XINHUA)--Japan and the United States are moving 
towards standardization and uniformity of their weaponry, according to 
press reports here. 


The visiting U.S. Deputy Secretary of Defence William J. Perry yesterday 
exchanged views on the standardization issue with Japan's permanent Deputy 
Director General of Defence Agency Akira Watari and chief of the Equipment 
Bureau Kurabe. 


The two parties agreed to hold consultations twice a year at the chief-of- 
bureau level. They also agreed to cooperate closely in research with re- 
gard to military equipment and technology. 


There have been no regular consultations on military equipment and tech- 
nology although the director general of the Defence Agency of Japan and U.S. 
secretary of defence and their subordinates have had regular consultations 
primarily on political issues. 


U.S. Deputy Secretary of Defence Perry pointed out that the United States 
has lagged f-r behind the Soviet Union in the quantity of armaments since 
1970. 


He said that it is necessary for the United States to surpass the Soviet 
Union qualitatively, particularly in the scientific and technological fields, 
since it is difficult to do so quantitatively. 


The U.S. deputy secretary of defence also reportedly said that in improv- 
ing the quality of conventional weapons, the development of precision 


guided weapons should be given priority.

THAI FOREIGN MINISTER ON NGUYEN CO THACH TALKS

[Text] Bangkok, 23 May (XINHUA)--Referring to his recent talks with Viet- 
namese Foreign Minister Nguyen Co Thach Thai Foreign Minister Sitthi 
Sawetsila eaid here late this evening that as Thailand and Vietnam held 
different views, no agreement could be reached on the Kampuchean issue. 


He told reporters before departure for Geneva to attend an international 
conference on Indochina refugees on May 26 and 27 that he told Thach that 
Thailand's “viewpoints are those of ASEAN's." 


"I have persisted in the original stand of the Thai Government" in the 
talks, he said. 


"I have told Nguyen Co Thach," he added, "we believe that the (Kampuchean) 
problem must be solved in line with the relevant UN resolution since there 
is no other way out.... ASEAN's only hope is to establish a zme of peace, 
freedom and neutrality.” 


Sitthi quoted Nguyen Co Thach as saying: “The three Indochinese ccuntries 
must constitute a single entity which cannot be disintegrated. No one state 
can be separated from it to become a buffer." At this poiut, Sitthi told 
Thach, "Every country has the right to independence and mais: :ain neutral- 
ity and its government should be elected by its people." Nguyen Co Thach 
made no comment except saying "the situation in Kampuchea is irreversible," 
Sitthi declared. 


Asked whether the talks had made any progress, Sitthi said: "I can hardly 
say so. There is not a single point on which we see eye to eye." 


On the international conference on Indochina refugees, he said he would 
speak of the essence of the refugee problem and put forward appropriate 
ways to solve it. The five ASEAN foreign ministers would meet in Geneva 
to discuss the problem prior to the international conference. 


After attending the conference, Sitthi will proceed to visit the United 
States and Britain.

Nguyen Co Thach said at a press conference here on May 21 that Vietnam is 
ready to take all measures, bilateral or international, to assure Thailand's 
sovereignty, territorial integrity and stability. 


Khoman said to the press that Thach "knows nothing about diplomatic etiquette 
and custom. No foreign minister would do anything of this kind during his 
visit to another country as a guest of honour." 


He added, I'm deeply dissatisfied (with Thach's remark). We allow no 
one to show any contempt for our country." 


The matter was discussed at a closed session of the National Assembly which 
heard a report from Vice-Foreign Minister Arun Phanupong. 


It was reported that Ng'tyen Co Thach said the same during his official talks 
with Thai Foreign Minister Sitthi Sawetsila. He was snubbed by his Thai 
counterpart at once. 


The Thai-language daily, MATICHON, in its editorial today repudiated Thach's 
statement as “highly unfriendly." 


Another newspaper, SING SIAM YIT PAO, pointed out editorially that Hanoi 
refused to withdraw from Kampuchee and tried to keep the country as a step- 
ping stone for its drive into Southeast Asia. It urged redoubled vigilance 
in face of such "assurances" as given by Nguyen Co Thach.

ASEAN URGES IMPROVING AID FOR REFUGEES

[Text) Geneva, 26 May (XINHUA)--The ASEAN foreign ministers today called 
for increased urgent assistance to the Kampuchean victims of the Soviet- 
backed Vietnamese war of aggression against their country and for effective 
actions to prevent the withholding of international relief supplias to sup- 
port the aggressive war. 


Speaking at the international meeting on humanitarian assistance and relief 
to the Kampuchean people which opened here this morning, Thai Foreign Min- 
ieter Sitthi Saweteila said that “The present good situation in Kampuchea 
is onthe brink of disaster. There have been reliable reporte of transport 
and logistical difficulties, withholding of supplies and diversion of food 
aid." He added, “We cannot, in clear conscience, allow people's suffering 
to be used for military gains, particularly by the occupying forces, or 
permit any party to withhold food as a bargain for political recognition." 


"International agencies should not permit themselves to succumb to such poli- 
tical pressures and machinations,” he said. “There is urgent need to inm- 
prove the practical measures to ensure that international assistance reaches 
the people who need it most.” 


The problem of Kampuchean refugees “must be solved at its source," he stressed. 
"Peaceful conditions must return and the inalienable rights of the Kampuchean 
people be recognized and reaffirmed by all parties. A last peace can never 

be attained by foreign arms and denial of people's rights.” 


The Thai foreign minister put forth a seven-point proposal, the main pointe 
of which are: to continue to offer assistance both in cash and in material 
to the Kampuchean people both inside and outside of the country, to ensure 
the safety of the encampments for Kampuchean refugees on the Thai-Kampuchean 
border and improve their living conditions, to enable relief supplies to 
reach the hands of the intended recipients more rapidly and efficiently, 

and to request the UN secretary-general to appoint a special representative 
to be resident in Thailand with « emall staff to coordinate the internation- 
al humanitarian efforts, including in encampments along the Thai-Kampuchean 
border. 
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5. Rajaratnam, foreign minister of Singapore, severely criticised Vietnam's 
boyeott of the meeting. He said, "The price of a Vietnamese attendance is 
firet our recognition of the Heng Samrin regime and second that we enhance 

ite popularity and image of benevolence among the Kampuchean people by 

channe) ling incernational aid only through the Heng Samrin authorities. 

The Vietnamese have seen thie conference ae an occasion for political black- 
mail-=to use the concern the world feele over the possible death of thousands 
of people as a bargaining lever to get recognition for a regime which the 
overwhelming majority of nations have eo far refused to accept ae legitimate." 


He went on to say: “The Vietnamese are prepared to play dice with Kampuch~ 
ean lives to attain their overriding goal of getting recognition for the 
Heng Samrin regime and consequently the legitimising of Vietnamese occupa- 
tion of Kampuchea." 


The Malaysian foreign mindeter, Tengku Ahmad Rithauddeen, in hie statement 
atressed the need to distribute relief to the Kampuchean people. He said, 
"We only wish to be esatiefied, like all donors are, that the auch needed 
assistance reaches the people it is intended for in good time and distributed 
on @ non-discriminatory basis." But he drew attention to “the continuing 
difficulties hampering the speedy delivery and distribution of the essen- 
tial supplies into Kampuchea." 


The Indonesian foreign minister, Mochtar Kusumaatmaja, suggested that the 

meeting concentrate on the humanitarian aspects “in order to alleviate as 

much as we can the suffering of the Kampuchean people and reduce the heavy 
burden imposed upon Thailand."

ASEAN MINISTERS COMMENT ON KAMPUCHEA

[Text] Geneva, 27 May (XINHUA)=-The five ASEAN foreign ministers at their 
joint press conference here today, declared that the withdrawal of foreign 
forces from Kampuchea ie the precondition for the settlement of the Kam- 


puchean question. 


They are T. A. Rithauddeen of Malaysia, Sitthi Saweteila of Thailand, Carlos 
P. Romulo of the Philippines, S. Rajaratnam of Singapore and Mochtar Kusu- 
maatmaja of Indonesia who are here attending the international meeting on 
humanitarian assistance and relief to the Kampuchean people. 


Rithauddeen said that there are two basic principles governing the stand 

of the ASEAN countries: The withdrawal of foreign forces from Kampuchea and 
eelf-determination by the Kampuchean people themselves without outside inter- 
ference or influence. 


He declared, “Our stand has been one of respect of sovereignty, territorial 
integrity and non-interference in the internal affaires of another country.... 
These are the fundamental principles and norms of international relations 
which are enshrined in the charter of the United Nations." 


Saweteila pointed out that withdrawal of foreign troops must come first "so 
that there can be real self-determination of the Kampuchean people." He 
eaid that if the Government of Kampuchea is one chosen by the Kampuchean 
people, all problems can be solved by that government. "So we don't have to 
have pledging conferences like this year after year, and two or three times 


a year." 


Answering a question on the possibility of sending a UN force into Kampuchea, 
Rajaratnam pointed out, "First, Vietnam must agree to withdraw. Without 
that, all this becomes hypothetical, and it will be a waste of time. Por 
one reason, there cannot be any UN military presence in Kampuchea without 
the agreement of the Security Council's five permanent members. One member, 
the Soviet Union, can veto it. When Vietnam agrees to withdraw, then we 
can start considering other problems such as the UN military presence in 
Kampuchea and who really represents the will of the people of Kampuchea." 
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Romlo said, "With the Vietnamese troops in Kampuchea, there can be no free 
election of a Kampuchean Government." 


He refuted the Vietnamese authorities’ excuse for boycotting the Geneva 

meeting on the ground that the meeting would interfere in the internal af- 
faire of Kampuchea, We said, "it ie just like « house ie on fire and the 
neighbours come to put out the fire. Would the owner see any interference 
in hie domestic affaire in helping put out the fire? Thies ie exactly the 
game. Kampuchea is practically on fire. We are much interested in saving 


the Kampuchean people." 


The Malaysian minieter chimed in, "The fire has already spread to us, the 
ASEAN countries." 


Rajaratnam said, "The Soviet Union and Vietnam maintain that the situation 
in Kampuchea is irreversible. They boycotted the meeting in the belief that 
without their presence, it will fail." 


He eaid that the objective of the meeting “ise first to collect funds in 
which we have succeeded. With the fund hundreds of thousands of Kampucheans 
will die. I believe that they (the Soviet Union and Vietnam) will not co- 
operate because their objective is that all aide should have to go through 
Heng Samrin." 


Commenting on the achievement of the meeting, Romulo said that in addition 
to the fund collected, it showed that “the international community has 
resolved to continue to support the humanitarian programme to help the 
Kampuchean people for as long as the need exists.

DELEGATES TO GENEVA MEETING SPEAK ON KAMPUCHEA

[XINHUA headline: “Foreign Invasion Is Root Cause of Misery in Kampuchea, 
Say Delegates to Geneva Meeting") 


[Text] Geneva, 26 May (XINHUA)--The delegates of a number of countries to 
the Geneva meeting on humanitarian assistance and relief to the Kampuchean 
people pointed out that the root cause of the misery of the Kampuchean peo- 
ple is foreign invasion and occupation. Some of them demanded that inter- 
national relief materials be ensured to reach the hands of the suffering 


Kampucheans. 


Ambassador Marko Vrhunec, Yugoslav permanent representative to the UN office 
at Geneva, pointed out in his statement that the tragedy of the people of 
Kampuchea clearly showed what grave consequences might arise out of non- 
adherence to the basic international principles such as independence, sov- 
ereignty, territorial integrity, non-interference in the internal affairs 
of other countries, non-intervention and the right of every nation to decide 
by iteelf on ite social system. A political solution should be sought in 
conformity with these principles, he stressed. He said assistance should 
directly and rapidly reach those who have the greatest need for it and 
those for whom it was really intended. 








British Minister of State for Foreign and Commonwealth Affaire Peter Blaker 
said the plight of the Kampuchean people was the direct result of the in- 
vasion anc attempted occupation of that country by an alien army of 200,000. 
Until that invasion was over and foreign troops were withdrawn, it was dif- 
ficult to see how any real or lasting prosperity could return to the Kan- 
puchean people, he said. It was a matter of profound regret that the go- 
verment of Vietnam decided not to take part in the meeting, he noted. 


Japanese Foreign Minister Saburo Okita said the root cause of the suffering 
of the Kampuchean people was the continued fighting in Kampuchea. He said, 
"It is the earnest hope of Japan that all foreign forces in Kampuchea will 
be immediately withdrawn in accordance with the United Nations resolution 











eo that peace may be restored in Kampuchea as promptly as possible and the 
day will come when all Kampucheans may return to their homes and partici- 
pate in nation-building efforts." He said, “It ie imperative to ensure that 
relief goods for the Kampucheang must not fail to reach those who are in 
real need of them in the most expeditious manner." 


U.8. Deputy Secretary of State Warren Christopher said, "Ultimately, the 
plight of the Kampuchean people cannot be divorced from its political causes. 
For the tragedy of Kampuchea will not end until there is an end to the mili- 
tary occupation and a government truly representative of the Kampuchean 
people, non-aligned and free of foreign interferenne." He regretted that 
those who bear a heavy responsibility for thie human crieie have not at- 
tended the meeting, adding, “ae we look across the international landscape, 
we have witnessed in recent months an enormous new flood of humanity-- 
people driven from their homes...fram their nations. ..by aggression in Afghani- 
stan, by externally fueled conflict in the Horn of Africa, by the harsh re- 
ality of life in Cuba." He called on both Vietnam and the Soviet Union to 
remove the obetacles to the supply of relief materiale to the Kampuchean 


people. 


French Secretary of State for Foreign Affaire Olivier Stirn said, "Any solu- 
tion to the problem of survival of the Khmer people is inseparable from the 
necessary rebirth of an independent, sovereign and neutral Kampuchea free 
from all foreign presence." 


Italian Secretary of State for Foreign Affaire Ristide Gunella emphasized 
in the name of the nine member states of the European Economic Community, 
"We cannot help but regret and deplore that some parties most directly con- 
cerned in the problem we prepare to discuss have chosen not to participate 
in these meetings. This only makes our task more difficult." 


He added, “It is obvious in fact that the conditions necessary to the eco- 
nomic and social recovery of Kampuchea cannot be created so long as the war 
operations do not come to an end in that country. And it can be realized 
only through the ending of the foreign military occupation.

KAMPUCHEAN FORCES GALN STRENGTH

[Text] Bangkok, 22 May (XINHUA)--The armed forces of democratic Kampuchea 
have increased to 14 divisions, director of the information office of the 
supreme command of the Thai armed forces Lieut. General Som Kataphan said 
here this morning. 


Briefing newemen on the situation in Kampuchea, Som pointed out that the 
armed forces of democratic Kampuchea, which were broken up during Vietnam's 
massive offensive against Kampuchea last year, have reassembled and have been 


strengthened with many young people joining the army. 


He added that large numbers of Vietnamese troops are now massing on the Kam- 
puchean-Thai border to prepare for a new “mopping-up operation" soon or in 
June against the democratic Kampuchean armed forces. 


At present, he said, fighting is continuing between the troops of democratic 
Kampuchea and Vietnam throughout Kampuchea. The initiative lies mainly in the 
democratic Kampuchean forces, as they are launching frequent attacks on the 
poste of the Vietnamese forces, mining the roads and cutting off communica- 
tions lines, inflicting losses on the aggressor troops, he said. 


Wichi Bunyawat, representative of the Thai army command, told newsmen that in 
the past month or more, the Vietnamese troops in Kampuchea have repeatedly in- 
truded into Thailand and fired onto the Thai territory. 
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KAMPUCHEAN ARMY URGED TO WIPE OUT SRV AGGRESSORS

{Text} Beijing, 27 May (XINHUA)--The general staff of the Kampuchean national 
army and guerrillas iseved an order on 20 May, calling on all the officers and 
men in different parts of the country to grasp every opportunity to wipe out 
more Vietnamese aggressors in the current monsoon season. 


The order, broadcast over radio democratic Kampuchea today, noted that Kam- 
puchean guerrillas have steadily eliminated the effectiveness of Vietnamese 
invaders, encircled their outposts and cut their liaison and communication 
lines since the end of April. This has compelled the enemy to stay in heavily- 
guarded outposts. As communication lines are cut off from time to time, the 
enemy troops especially those in remote areas, are finding it difficult to get 
supplies in time. They are gravely short of foodgrain, and getting far less 
ammunitions than in the dry season. Moreover, epidemic diseases, especially 
malaria, are spreading among the Vietnamese troops. Their morale i» low, and 
more and more collective desertions have occurred. 


The order said in view of tnese difficulties encountered by the enemy, all the 
fighters of the Kampuchean national army and guerrillas must step up their 
military activities and hit the enemy in mobile attacks. 

The order called on the Kampuchean national army and guerrillas to raise their 


combat capability and fulfill or overfulfill the target set for wiping out 
enemy effectives for the monsoon season of this year.

The statement said, “over two million Kampucheans have died and more than 
200,000 fled the country, including 150,000 to Thailand, as a result of the 
massacre carried out by the Vietnamese aggressor troops through the use of 
lethal weapons and chemicals and the nation-wide famine deliberately created 
by the Vietnamese. Besides, several million people have hidden themselves in 
the country, trying to escape the disasters of war."

The statement said that the democratic Kampuchean government calls upon all 
countries participating in the meeting to provide more aid to the Kampuchean 
people, and hopes that they “take more careful measures and see to it that the 
relief supplies actually go to the Kampuchean people, or the supplies be dis- 
tributed directly to the Kampuchean people by staff of international humani- 
tarian organizations and the United Nations.”

Flowers Awarde" received their awards at a ceremony attended by more than 
1,000 writers, artists, film people and movie fans here this morning. 


Certificates of award and flower-patterned cloisonne cups were presented to 
the winners by Zhou Yang, chairman of the Chinese Federation of Literary and 
Art Circles, for 13 categories, including the best feature films and other 
films, screenplay, direction, performance by actor and actress and camerawork. 


Present to honour the occasion were Xia Yan, a veteran in the field and chair- 
man of the Chinese Film Association, and leading members of the Ministry of 
Culture, the Federation of Literary and Art Circles, the Federation of Trade 
Unions, the Communist Youth League, the Women's Federation and the general 
political department of the Chinese People's Liberation Army. 


The film poll was organized by POPULAR CINEMA, a monthly magazine. More than 
700,000 votes and 1,200 letters of recommendation were received from film 
goers throughout China. 


Meng Guangjun, director of the office in charge of the “Hundred Flowers 
Awards" told XINHUA before the ceremony that the current poll got a much big- 
ger response than the first held in 1962 which drew 110,000 replies and the 
second in 1963 in which 180,000 people expressed their choice. 


Some of this year's winners got more than two-thirds of the total cast in 
the category. 


Choices were made from the 700 features, documentaries, animated and science 
films produced in the past three years. The first and second nationwide polls 
had some 100 films each from which film goers made their selections. Awards 
for the best feature films rose from one to three, and for documentaries, 
animated and science films from one to two. 


Film attendance reached a record 29,000 million in 1979, according to the

countries scored positive achievements before concluding in Islamabad on 

22 May. Thie foreign ministers conference was held amid the situation in 
which the Soviet Union has refused to withdraw ite troops from Afghanistan, 
frantically pushed through its policy of expansion in the south and serious- 
ly threatened the security in the Gulf areas. There were 102 items on the 
agenda in this conference, with the main ones being the issues of Afghanistan, 
the Gulf areas, the Middle East and Jerusalem. 


The Afghan situation was the focus of the conference. The resolutions 
adopted by this conference persisted in the principle and stand of the Is- 
lamic foreign ministers special conference held this January and demanded 
that the Soviet troope "immediately, wholely and unconditionally withdraw 
from Afghanistan"; respect the Afghan people's right to decide their own 
form of government and choose their own social system; and create condi- 
tions for the Afghan refugees to return to their homeland. In addition, 

the conference also stipulated that a standing committee bet set up to seek 
a way to completely solve the Afghan problem. Minority delegates maintained 
a reserved attitude on certain paragraphs of this resolution. Some delegates 
advocated recognition fo the Afghan puppet regime whose existence relies on 
Soviet bayonets. However, this was not included in the resolutions fol- 
lowing repeated discussions. 


Before and during the conference, Moscow tried hard to change the confer- 
ence's orientation. On the eve of the conference, Moscow instigated the 
Karmal regime to propose that talks be held with Pakistan and Iran to at- 
tempt to get a legal status for the puppet regime and splinter the Islamic 
countries as well as soften their opposition to the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan. Earlier, the Karmal regime even demanded to participate in 
this conference. However, delegates from various countries all strongly 
denounced the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, demanded the complete with- 
drawal of Soviet troops, refused to hold talks with the Karmal regime and 
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in particular stressed unity among the Islamic countries. The Soviet Union 
did not succeed in ite attempts. The conference continued its suspension 
of the qualifications of members of the Karmal puppet regime. As members of 
the Iranian delegation, the leader of the Afghan querrillas participated in 
the conference, delivered a speech in the name of the Afghan resistance 
organization and aroused strong reactions. During the conference, the So- 
viet propaganda machine continuously launched malicious attacks and abuse 
at the conference. In addition, the Soviet Union also dispatched helicop- 
tere to attack the bordera. of Iran. These Soviet acts generally aroused 
the indignation of many delegates at the conference. 


Although the conference expressed differences on certain issues, it fully enm- 
bodied the spirit: of unity of the Islamic world. The conference adopted 
resolutions on the iesue of the security of the Islamic countries which 

wae firet puc forward by the Pakistani president at the January conference. 
This conference discussed this resolution and put forward the measures and 
steps for implementing it. This has reflected the joint ambition of the 
Islamic countries in facing the daily increasing threats and their strong 
demand for upholding their collective security. 


The conference also adopted a resolution which strongly denounced Israel 
for designating Jerusalem as its capital and demanded that an emergency ses- 
sion of the UN Security Council be held to impose sanctions on Israel. The 
conference also appealed to the United States and Iran to solve the hostage 
crisis. 


In common with what the foreign minister of an African country said, the 
llth foreign ministers conference of Islamic countries "has successfully 
strengthened the unity of the Moslem world and further reminded the people 
of the threate the Islamic countries are facing."

SOVIET, SRV ‘EMBASSIES' ATTACKED--Beijing, 30 May (XINHUA)--The Soviet and 
Vietnamese "embassies" in Phnom Penh were attacked recently, according to 
Western news agency reporte from Bangkok. An AP report from Bangkok on 
May 28 quoted reliable Western relief sources as saying, "Two embassies in 
the central part of the Cambodian capital, Phnom Penh, were attacked last 
week by unknown assailants." It also said: "The Soviet Embassy was re- 
cently attacked and two Vietnamese guards at the compound were killed." 
An AFP report from Bangkok yesterday said of the same incident, "Gunshots 
were heard near the Soviet and Vietnamese embassies in Phnom Penh." It 
"was believed to have been a fight between young Cambodian militia and 
Vietnamese soldiers," it added.

32,000 Vietnamese would be permitted to leave their country five days from 
now. The paper pointed out that this kind of government-authorised depart- 
ure will cost an average of five taels of gold for every adult refugee. In 
justifying their decision to resume officially sanctioned departure by boat 
people, Vietnamese officials reportedly claimed to have had "difficulties" 
in the orderly departure programme, the paper said. Initial figures by 
refugee officials show that about 10,000 Vietnamese left their country last 
month, the highest monthly figure so far. Most of them, including about 
2,000 “land people" who trekked across Kampuchea, made their way to Thai- 
land, Malaysia or Indonesia. Analysts here said the new Vietnamese policy 
appears to be a “carrot-and-stick" approach to the problem of ridding the 
country of the estimated hundreds of thousands of Vietnamese citizens whom 
Hanoi does not desire to keep.

We remember that on 253 October 1966, at a working conference of the party 
Central Committee, Comrade Deng Xiaoping tried to flatter in every possible 
way the conepiratore and careeriste who had usurped party and etate power.

POLITICAL ASSESSMENT, EVALUATION OF INTELLECTUALS DISCUSSED 
Beijing GUANGMING RIBAO in Chinese 6 Apr 80 p 2 
[Article: "How to Analyze the Political Awareness of Intellectuals") 


Text) As mental workers, the main eign of intellectuals is their 
professional knowledge aside from their occupational specialities. What is 
the relation between knowledge and political awareness? The elementary 
knowledge of Marxism told us: "Knowledge is power," and knowledge is the 
“weapon for winning liberation" of the working class. Knowledge as a 
correct reflection and understanding (incorrect understanding is not 
included in this discussion) of objective things and laws is itself in 
keeping with the progress of the people in political affaires. It is an 
important factor which elevates the level of political awareness of the 
people. Since the belief of “more knowledge makes one more reactionary" 
advocated by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" has been criticized, it is 
no longer necessary to expound on this question any more. 


Then does it mean that people with more knowledge would definitely be at 
a higher level of political awareness than that of those with less knowledge, 
and that all of the intellectuals are politically most advanced elcmente? 


Thies question cannot and should not be anewered in very general terms. It 
is because knowledge is but one of the factors related to the political 
awareness of the people. There are other factors which form and influence 
the political awareness of the people as well. 


It should be noced that political awareness as the attitude and viewpoint 

of the people towards social political problems is within the framework 

of ideology. In accordance with the fundamental tenents of Marxism, the 
social existence of the people determines their social ideology. The 

basic political approach of a particular person is determined by his social 
existence, which is his status in social practice. The so-called status 

in social practice is firstly clase status. At the same time, it implies 
specific division of labor, living conditions, particular social relations, 
and surroundings. The summation of these factors determines one's fundamental 
political attitude. How far knowledge can promote one's political awareness 
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ie restricted by one's own statue in social practice, In the clase society, 
a person from a family of the declining clase ia probably able to adopt a 
revolutionary approach in political affaires and to display advanced political 
awareness because he has a good command of ecientific knowledge. Yet at the 
same time he forsakes his original clase in hie action, Hie clase statue 
and statue in social p.actice have been changed. He ie in possession of an 
advanced status in social practice. Therefore, it ie easy to perceive the 


following: 


Firetly, generally speaking, whether or not one can have advanced political 
awareness ia in the firet place determined by whether or not one holde 
advanced statue in social practice, Historically, intellectuale have never 
become an independent clase. In view of the fact that individuals’ status 

in social practice, and especially clase statue of intellectuals, are differ- 
ent from or even contrary to each other, it ie impossible that all of them 
can become advanced elements in political affarise. Therefore, it ie necessary 
to make a concrete analysis of concrete conditions. 


Secondly, intellectuals of the working clase having both the class status 

of working class and specific ecientific knowledge are the precious wealth 
of the working class. They march at the head of their respective areas. 

For instance, in the proletarian military area, the people to lead in the 
vanguard are the proletarian strategists; in the area of socialist business 
administration, the business administrators of the working class are the 
forerunners. However, ve cannot in very general terms say that all of the 
intellectuals of the working class are politically most advanced elements. 
Despite the fact that “working clase" is their common ground, still there 
are other conditions to cause differences in the status in social practice 
among members of the working class. This difference is sometimes more 

direct and more obvious in influencing one's political awareness than that 

of the knowledge factor. For inetance, in a period when political struggle 
is surging forward and fast changing, if an inventor of the working clase 
engaged in research work in the natural eciences in a remote and inaccessible 
place is to be compared with a manual worker engulfed in the turmoil of 
political struggles, the level of political awareness of the former is not 
necessarily higher than that of the latter. This is aleo easy to understand. 


Thirdly, presupposing that the etatus in social practice is fundamentally 

the same in the whole society, it then can positively be said that one can 
become more advanced with more knowledge, and that the political awareness 

of intellectuals should be at a higher level than that of the non-intellectuals. 
Also, the level of political awareness of an intellectual in good command 

of knowledge should be higher than that of an ordinary worker if he has 

the same economic status as that of the working class, as well as the same 
living conditions and same social relations, and by placing himself in the 
front line of political struggles. It is because he is able to recognize 

the situation and the mission of his own class from a broader point of view 
and to understand more profoundly the laws and trends of political struggles. 
As a result, he will become more conscientious in adopting a correct political 
stand and attitude. It is just in this sense that Lenin pointed out: "No 
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matter when or where it ia, the leader of certain clase is alwaye the most 
knowledgeable advanced representative figure of that class." (pages 256, 
Vol 4, "The Collected Works of Lenin"). Comrade Mao Zedong aleo pointed 
out: "In the Chinese democratic revolutionary movement, intellectuals are 
the elemente firet awakened." ("The May Fourth Movement"), 


Briefly, to analyse the political awareness of intellectuals, it is 
necessary to put both the etatue in social practice and the knowledge factor 
together for consideration, and one of these two should not be overemphasized 
relative to the other, What is worthy to note ie that during a long period 
of time in the past, clase struggle superseded everything. Most people for 
that reason not only equated clase etatue with etatue in social practice as 
a whole, and regarded clase statue as the only basis for analyzing one's 
political awareness, but aleo put advanced class status in an antagonistic 
relationship with knowledge. They considered that once an ordinary worker 
becomes an intellectual, a change in class etatuse iteelf would go hand in 
hand. As a result, “more consideration" should be made on matters related 
to evente such as joining the party or promotion of cadre levels, because 

he is politically no longer reliable. Thies kind of “left" prejudice completely 
deviates from the track of Marxiem. Thies is really a lamentable historical 
retrogression. Lenin pointed out long ago: “Workers are originally unable 
to be conscious of socialist democracy. This consciousness should be imbued 
from the outeide. The history of various nations has proved that: The 
working class can merely develop the ideology of trade unionism if they rely 
only on their own estrenth....And the theory of socialiem was but developed 
by the educated people of the propertied class, and also the intellectuals, 
from theories of philosophy, history and economics created by themselves." 
(page 247, Vol 1, “Selected Worke of Lenin"). “Only by utilizing all of 

the knowledge created by human beings to enrich one's mind can one become 

a communist.” (page 348, Vol 4, “Selected Works of Lenin"). In other words, 
one cannot spontaneously develop Marxist political awareness if one is in 
possession only of the class status of the working class. Should one wish 
to become a spontaneous and advanced proletarian soldier, one has to study 
hard and to master scientific knowledge. Regretfully, up to the present 
time, those who claimed themselves as “hold high" are still inclined to dis- 
regard thie elementary knowledge of Marxism. Please see that there are 
people who frequently consider themselves to be “uncouth fellows" and deem 
it their political honor to rely only on so-called “simple class feeling" 

in their work, They even term resistance to the spirit of the Third Plenary 
Session of the lith Party Central Committee “simple clase feeling." There 
are also people who want to discuss the standard of truth on a national 
scale. They term “bringing order out of chaos" in the theory of thought 

as “making trouble out of nothing” by the “theorists,” and term it as “to 
mess things up" by the “scholars.” These prejudices should be totally swept 
away to make way to correctly analyze the political awareness of intellectuals. 


To analyze the political awareness of intellectuals, attention should also 
be paid to the laws and trends of historical development. 











Human history hase continuously been developing and changing. It develops 
and changes hand in hand with the political situation of the intellectuals, 
It is well-known that during the historical period of capitalism, or in the 
semi-feudal and semi-colonial society as existed in the old China, various 
complicated situations existed in intellectuals’ clase statue as well ase in 
their statue in social practice as a whole, The same situation appeared in 
their political stand and political attitude as well. Some of them were 
politically advanced elements who marched at the head of the revolutionary 
etruggles; others were politically conservatives or even reactionaries; 

and still a large number of others were in the midet of wavering or becoming 
demoralized, But after entering the socialist society, a fundamental change 
in the situation has taken place because public ownership has been firmly 
established and the exploiting class among the classes abolished. Viewed 
from the situation at this stage of the nation, there are two changes which 
deserve our special attention: 


Firetly, the overwhelming majority of intellectuals have become a part of 
the working class itself and have the same clase status as that of the other 
sections of the working class. 


Secondly, in carrying out the four modernizations, science is the key and 
education is the foundation. More and more intellectuals have dedicated 
themselves as the core in socialist economic, political, and cultural 

life as the construction of the four modernizations has become the center 
of the work of the whole party and the master politics of our country. As 
a result, they are holding a more and more advanced status in social 
practice, 


Today, because of these two historical changes, the overwhelming majority 

of the broad masses of intellectuals have already had the political awareness 
of the working class under the condition of socialism, and more and more 
people are turned out as politically advanced elements in the ranks of the 
working class. At the same time, the proportion of the politically backward 
and conservative people among the intellectuals has become smaller and 
smaller. The facts in recent years strongly demonstrated this historical 
trend. 


A question should be made clear here: Today, what should we utilize to 
measure the level of one's actual political awareness? I think the most 
fundamental and most important thing is to see what attitude one adopts 
towards the lines and policies adopted by the Third Plenary Session of the 
llth Party Central Committee, and what actions one takes to implement the 
four modernizations. Now, to carry out the four modernizations is the 
center of the party work. The basic interest of the nation as a whole lies 
in it, and it is the master politics of our country at the present stage. 
To seriously carry through the lines adopted by the Third Plenary Session 
of the llth Party Central Committee is the guarantee for the implementation 
of the four modernizations. It is from this basic point that we can say 
that the overwhelming majority of the intellectuals in our country have a 
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higher level of political awareness. Ever since the Third Plenary Seasion 

of the llth Party Central Committee, an overwhelming majority of the intel- 
lectuale all over the country are enthusiastically in support of the lines 
adopted by the Third Plenary Seesion of the lith Party Central Committee, 
They are determined to carry out these lines, Many comrades among them 

even bravely go further to wage struggles with those words and deeds which 
are purposely resisting and opposing the lines of the Third Plenary Session 
of the llth Party Central Committee, They stand in the very front line of 
upholding the spirit of the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central 
Committee, and become the most active force in the practical life of our 
country. At the same time, the broad masses of science researchers, technicians, 
teachers, writers and artists, and workers in the sports world are trying 
their best to give full play to their professional knowledge. They study 
assiduously and work hard for the prosperity of the nation. They are making 
contributions of historical significance to the construction of the four 
modernizations, Particularly with the predominant middle-aged intellectuals, 
even though their wages are low, burdens heavy, and working and living 
conditions comparatively poor, yet they are fervent when they think about 

the necessity of implementing the four modernizations. They work untiringly. 
They are so occupied as to forget food and sleep when they are tackling key 
problems. They are devoting all of their energies to the cause of spreading 
scientific and cultural knowledge among the people. They are worthy of the 
title of key members and models in the march of all our peoples as a whole 
towards the goal of the four modernizations. Isn't it perfectly clear 

that this is a display of high-level political awareness? We have to 
acknowledge this kind of historical progress, and can no longer cherish the 
outmoded while looking at the newly emerged realities. As for the over- 
whelming majority of intellectuals, we not only have to go all out to make 
use of them in professional work, but also place full trust in them in 
political affairs. Furthermore, we have to select those who have organiza- 
tional capabilities and are both socialist-minded and vocationally proficient 
to leading party and government posts at all levels to enable them to play 
their proper roles. 


Historical trend is irresistible. It is foreseeable that the uninterrupted 
development of the socialist case in our country will be accompanied by the 
gradual fading away of class differences. The people's status in social 
practice will come closer and closer. Science and knowledge will play an 
increasingly important role in the formation and changes of political avware- 
ness. The above-mentioned historical trend of changes in the political 
awareness of intellectuals will further be demonstrated. In a future 
communist society, difference in status in social practice among the people 
will no longer be as obvious as it is now. At that time, logic and history 
will merge into one. The level of knowledge will become the main basis and 
sign of everybody's level of political awareness. Certainly, at that time 
three great differences must have been abolished and there will no longer 
be any problem regarding intellectuals as there is today.

[Excerpts] On our recent trip to Beijing, we had successive days of incle- 
ment weather, as luck would have it. 


Though marred throughout by inclement weather, the trip was an eye opener. 
Beijing's people and their customs and habits gave one a feeling of fresh- 
ness. Unlike all other areas on the mainland which are given to covering 
up price increases with subtle excuses, Beijing is to be praised for its 
reasonable approach toward rent and other charges and for ite service at- 
titude, especially in light of what Guangdong is like. 


A More Relaxed Atmosphere 


Of course, what is noteworthy is a cheerful popular spirit marked by open- 
ness and frankness in conversation that puts you at ease. The cautious 
attitude that once appeared with the proposed abolition of the "four great 
democracies" (speaking out freely, airing views freely, holding great de- 
bates and writing big-character posters) at the Fifth Plenum of the CCP 
Central Committee seems to have become more relaxed. This is probably be- 
cause after a spell of thinking and policy observation, the people have 
felt that the authorities are to be forgiven for abolishing the “four 
great democracies" in their effort to “prevent any more national chaos." 
Besides, the authorities are still making continuous efforts to promote 
socialist democracy. The people aleo feel that they can still air grievances, 
discuss current affairs, and speak freely through various media other than 
big-character postere. 


Abolish the System of Appointment for Life 


In fact, the people's lively thinking left a deep impression us 
our stay in Beijing. A favorite topic of talk among the people in Beijing

ie firet of all a etipulation in the party conetitution (which is being re- 
vieed) calling for abolishing the system of appointment for life-~a system 
that actually existe among cadres. 


That the said etipulation has been heatedly discussed is of course due to 
the fact that the revised draft of the party Central Committee has been 
handed down to the grassroots levels for discussion. In fact, the cadre 
system ie a matter of great significance. The deeply entrenched system of 
letting cadres climb up the ladder and stay in office for life has caused 
serious consequences and has long been under attack. In a certain sense, 
laziness, bureaucratiem and privileged treatment have a lot to do with 

the system of appointing cadres for life. Such a system has aleo kept older 
people at leadership levels, leaving younger ones no chance to take over. 
For instance, for 31 years from 1945 to his death, Mao Zedong remained as 
chairman of the Chinese Communist Party. For him, it was actually a job 
for life. Such a practice of “fighting on the job until one dies" is in- 
compatible with the law of nature and does nothing to benefit both the lead- 
er himself and the people as a whole. 


The Tenure of Office and the Retirement System 


How will the party Central Committee really abolish the appointment for life 
system? This is a focal point of discussion by people. 


According to friends in Beijing, of the many stipulations in the revised 
draft of the party constitution, two main ones about Communist Party and 
government leaders are as follows: 


l. The tenure of office--the party congress generally meets once every 5 
years, according to the party conetitution. The tenure of office of a party 
Central Committee member is 5 years. Under normal circumstances, he can be 
reappointed for at most two more terms (or elected for the third term). But 
in special cases, with the approval of four-fifths of the delegates to the 
NPC, he can renew his term of office for the third time. However, whether 
this “special cases" rule should be laid down or how to do things in a more 
proper way is at present still a matter under debate. 


2. The retirement system--it is stipulated that chairman and vice chairmen 
of the party Central Committee, chairman of the NPC Standing Committee, 
premier and vice premiers of the State Council and leaders at various levels 
in actual charge of government affairs must not remain in office for four 
consecutive terms and must retire at the age of 70. Of course, retirement 
does not mean leaving the political scene. It means not taking care of 
troublesome day-to-day political business. 


Whether this stipulation covers the Standing Committee and committee members 
of the Politburo and vice chairmen of the NPC Standing Committee is still 
under consideration. Meanwhile, how to place retired leaders and give 

full play to their advisory role is also being continuously studied. 











Retirement by leaders, it is said, will take the form of a self~-prepared 
letter of resignation to be approved by the party Central Committee. The 
party Central Committee can use its discretion as to approval or disapproval 
due to people's different physical constitutions and mental capacities. 


The problem of resignation may be mentioned briefly. In fact, precedents 
were set by Wang Dongxing, Wu De, Ji Dengkui and Chen Xilian at the Fifth 
Plenum of the party Central Committee not long ago. Though different in 
nature, their resignations assume the same form as future retirements. 
Communist Party leaders have always left office either because of failure 
in a political struggle or because of death. A new alternative hereafter 
ie for them to retire in glory. In whatever sense, this is a step forward. 


An Unprecedented Move in the History of the International Communist Movement 


Viewed from the angle of the international communist movement, this can be 
considered an unprecedented move. In the history of the international com- 
munist movement, when Malenkov assumed power after Stalin's death, the 
Soviet Communist Party Constitution also put certain limits on the tenure 

of office of a party Central Committee member. But after Khrushchev took 
over, such limite were removed. Therefore, it will be the first time in 

the history of the international communist movement for the Chinese Communist 
Party to make and carry out a stipulation for abolishing the system of ap- 
pointment for life. 


The social being of men determines their consciousness. No matter how humble 
and modest, a person enshrined as “a rule" for several decades in his role 
of a permanent leader inevitably becomes detached from reality, prejudiced 
and inclined to act arbitrarily. Looking back over history, we can see that 
patriarchy and modern superstititons found in communist countries have al- 
ways been traceable to this. The Chinese Communist move may set a prece- 
dent in the international communist movement as a real attempt at eliminat- 
ing the causes of patriarchy and individual dictatorship, as far as the 
system is concerned. 


The above stipulation is now still under debate at the grassroots levels. 
As in the past, opinions will be collected up and down. The "12th National 
Congress" of the Chinese Communist Party is expected to be held this winter 
or next spring. Only then can we know the concrete measures for abolishing 
the system of appointment for life. 


How To Assess the Soviet System 


Another favorite topic of talk among the people of Beijing, especially in- 
tellectuals, is how to assess the Soviet system. 


Since the spring of last year, this problem has touched off a debate in 
Chinese academic circles. At the "Second National Symposium on Modern Soviet 
Literature” in the autumn of last year, some literary and art workers held 
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the view that the Soviet Union pursues a hegemonist foreign policy, but ite 
domestic policy remains basically socialist and does not represent capital- 
ist restoration. 


The Magazine WENYI BAIJIA Causes a Big Stir 


Notes on this symposium were later carried in the literary magazine WENYI 
BAIJIA, edited and published by the Literary and Artistic Research Inetitute 
of Heilongjiang Province. The subtitle "On the Soviet Social System" was 
added to the notes published. At the same time, the magazine carried an 
article by Cheng Zhengmin, editor of the Literary and Artistic Research In- 
stitute of Heilongjiang Province. In his opinion, the Soviet Union under 
the Brezhnev regime enjoyed political stability and economic progress. 


The publication of the above by the magazine WENYI BAIJIA touched off a 
heated debate throughout the country. Those in academic circles mostly 
could not accept such a view or opposed it. After the viewpoint of this 
magazine was cited by a Japanese news agency correspondent to support the 
argument that "It shows that the Chinese communists are reassessing the 
Soviet social system," there was a strong reaction, especially in Beijing. 


A series of questions arose in Beijing diplomatic circles. 


Must the Chinese communists follow the Soviet road to achieve the four 
modernizat ions? 


Would there be a thaw in the relations between the Chinese and Soviet com- 
munists? 


It seemed that the Chinese communists had admitted to the mistake of having 
broken with the Soviet Union.... 


The Soviet Embassy in Beijing also seized the opportunity to carry out a 
series of measures to alienate China fwom other countries. 


As far as the call for “Letting 100 Schools of Thought Contend and 100 
Flowers Bloom" is concerned, the viewpoint published by WENYI BAIJIA was 
quite all right, if put forward as an individual view at a private discus- 
sion meeting. The problem was that it was unthinkingly published in a 
national magazine. This could have a great impact. Besides, “uniform public 
opinion" on the mainland is taken for granted. Once published in a newspaper 
or magazine, central or local, any viewpoint is regarded as orthodox. The 
above viewpoint published spelled trouble. 


Meaningful Speeches by Deng Xizo 1 Hua Guofeng 


People may note that in their recent \omatic activities, the Chinese 
communist leaders, such as Deng Xiaoping, Hua Guofeng and Yu Yaobang, have 
reaffirmed their stand that so long as the Soviet Union does not give up 











hegemonism, "There can be no improvement in the relations between China 
and the Soviet Union" and that the Chinese communists have nothing to do 
with a so-called communist country that has interfered in other countries’ 
internal affairs and encroached upon their territorial integrity. Their 
remarks are meaningful and represent one of the ways to save the situation. 


Most of the writer's friends in literary and artistic circles in Beijing do 
not favor the viewpoint of WENYI BAIJIA. True, in the great debate on the 
direction of the international communist movement in the early 1960's, some 
of the Chinese communist argument about Soviet restoration of capitalism 
were not in order. For instance, the Chinese communists accused the Soviet 
Union of announcing too early the elimination of classes, summed up the cor- 
rupt practices in Soviet party and government organs and enterprises as 
evidence of a bourgeois class, and so on. 


However, it is an indisputable fact that the Soviet Union has evolved into 

a social imperialist country that pursues a hegemonist policy. Foreign 
policy is a continuation of domestic policy, the two being inseparable. How 
can we expect a country with a socialist domestic policy to follow an expan- 
sionist foreign policy? Previous arguments and explanations about the pro- 
cess of change in Soviet socialism were wrong but not completely so. Some 
inexplicable points should be continuously studied. It is illogical to 
separate domestic policy from foreign policy. 


It was said that WENYI BAIJIA of Heilongjiang admitted its mistake and wrote 
a self-criticism not long ago. According to assistant editor-in-chief Qin 
Chuan of RENMIN RIBAO, the newspaper was planning to write an article to 
clarify the relevant points and clear the air. 





Revival of Mao Assessment 


Still another issue of heated discussion among the people of Beijing is the 
assessment of the late Chaicman Mao Zedong. This issue of long standing, 
which has laid dormant for some time, has shown signs of resurfacing since 
the Fifth Plenum of the party Central Committee officially rehabilitated 
Liu Shaogi, the chief target of the Great Cultural Revolution. It has been 
especially a subject of hot debate since the recently published CONTEMPOR- 
ARY REPORT in Beijing carried a report by Ji Kichen entitled "Everything 
About the ‘February Adverse Current’ From Beginning to End," which was 
reprinted in WENHUI BAO of Shanghai and which was suddenly withheld from 
publication in a series after appearing for four days. 


Guard Against Total Negation of Mao Zedong 


On the assessment of Mao Zedong, the party Central Committee members who 
participated in the Fifth Plenum of the party Central Committee were said 

to have achieved a unanimous view: Mao Zedong made nagnificent contributions 
to the Chinese revolution and construction effort. But he erred after 1957. 
He committed the leftist mistake of putting things in absolute terms. He 
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playec into the hands of traitors and villains and readily took their advice. 
This caused a catastrophe that made the country suffer for 10 years. Though 
Mao Zedong erred in the evening of his life, nobody among the top-echelon 
Chinese Communist Party and government leaders has so far proved his equal. 


At the fifth plenum, Hu Yaobang specially pointed out that in conducting 
any publicity campaign, we must guard against the trend toward total nega~- 
tion of Mao Zedong Thought no longer works and that all persons but one are 
to be excused for all previous mistakes. Such a way of thinking is not in 
line with the spirit of seeking truth from facts. Probably out of fear 
that thie trend might grow, the publication of Ji Xinchen's article in 
Shanghai WENHUI BAO on the progress of the Cultural Revolution was ordered 
stopped. (Readers are referred to another article in the current issue 

on why the publication of "Everything About the ‘February Adverse Current’ 
From Beginning to End" was stopped). 


The day will at last come for the Chinese communist announcement of the 
issue of assessing Mao Zedong.

"RENMIN RIBAO' REAPPRAISES HISTORICAL FIGURE WEI CHANGHUI 
HK301006 Beijing RENMIN RIBAO in Chinese 26 May 80 p 5

Realistically") 


[Text] For a long time, particularly when the gang of four were attacking 
historiography by innuendo, there was a widespread view in historiographical 
circles. People regarded Wei Changhui, one of the founders and leaders of 
the Taiping Revolution, as a negative figure. They said he was an “alien 
clase element," "the chief criminal who "staged the counterrevolutionary 
Tianjing coup d'etat" and a “careerist, schemer and counterrevolutionary 
doubledealer" who sneaked into the revolutionary ranks. 


Some comrades in historiographical circles have published differtng views 
on this issue since the end of last year. Some of the important articles 
include "We Must Realistically Appraise Wei Changhui" by Liang Shanren 
(XUESHU YUEKAN, No 12, 1979), "Wei Changhui Was not an Alien Class Element" 
by Rao Renkun (GUANGXI RIBAO, 10 March 1980) and "Wei Changhui and the 
Tianjing Incident" by Sun "ie (LIAONING UNIVERSITY JOURNAL, No 3, 1980). 


According to these articles, people regarded Wei Changhui as the instigator 
and “counterrevolutionary rebel" of the Tianjing incident in which Yang 
Xiuging wae killed on the following grounds: Firet, the Tianjing incident 
occurred as a result of Wei Changhui's counterrevolutionary restorationist 
activities to change the peasants’ regime of the Taiping heavenly kingdom 
into a dictatorship of the landlord class; second, Wei Changhui was engaged 
in a frenzied class retaliation brandishing a butcher's knife and wantonly 
killing the innocent and was thus an alien clase element. 


The authors of these articles hold that the Tianjing incident was not a 
counterrevolutionary rebecilion but an internal dissension among the leading 
cliques of the Taiping heavenly kingdom. The peasants wanted to overthrow 
the feudal kingdom and ite emperor which exploited and oppressed them. They 
could not establish a regime without an emperor. Their leaders wanted to 
establish a new kingdom and become its emperor. Therefore, it was an un- 
avoidable historical phenomenon of old peasant ware that there was internal 
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dissension caused by scrambles for power, profite and the throne after 
victorious uprisings. We should not distort or cover up the fact that 

Hong Xiuquan and Yang Xiuqing scrambled for the throne simply because the 
former was the revolutionary leader of the Taiping heavenly kingdom and 

the latter wae the actual leader who came from a poor family. We should 
aleo not regard Wei Changhul ae a careeriet, schemer and counterrevolution- 
ary doubledealer simply because he came from a landlord family. We should 
@leo not regard the Tianjing incident as a counterrevolutionary coup d'etat 
or ineurrection. The chief plotter of the gurder of Yang Xiuging in the 
Tianjing incident was Hong Xiuquan, not Wei Changhul, who wae only an exe- 
cutor. From available historical materiale, in the 2 monthe when Wei Chang- 
hui seized the military power of the Taiping heavenly kingdom after the 
killing of Yang Xiuqing, there was no evidence that he changed the nature 
of the regime of the Taiping heavenly kingdom, collaborated with the enemy 
and betrayed the kingdom of surrendered and paid tribute to the Qing govern- 
ment. 


Some articles analyzed Wei Changhui's experiences before and after he took 
part in the Taiping revolution and showed that he was not an alien clase 
element who eneaked into the revolutionary ranke, persisted in his landlord 
stand, adopted a hostile attitude toward peasant revolution and engaged in 
sabotage. On the contrary, he was one of the founders and leaders of the 
Taiping revolution. Even if the Tdianjing incident developed into a wanton 
massacre, we still cannot regard it as a counterrevolutionary rebellion. 
The first reason was that the death of 20,000 Taiping soldiers and generals 
was caused by the internal dissension in which they killed one another and 
became victims of their own leaders who ecrambled for power and profits 

we should not blame Wei Changhui for all this. The second reason was that 
Wei Changhui consistently supported the supreme leadership of Hong Xiuquan 
in the Taiping heavenly kingdom and was always loyal to him. The third rea- 
son was that Wei Changhui's target of attack was always the feudal landlord 


regime of the Qing dynasty and foreign aggressors. 


In short, the Tianjing incident was an inevitable outcome of the develop- 
ment of the desire for personal power and the “ideology of emperors and 
kings" spread among the leading cliques of the Taiping heavenly kingdom. 

It was an open fight resulting from the internal contradictions and conflicts 
of the old peasant wars. It was also a repetition of the historical trag- 
edy of peasant wars in China's feudal society. The Tianjing incident was 
neither a "class struggle" between landlords and peasants nor Wei Changhui's 
class retaliation and "counterrevolutionary restoration," but internal dis- 
sension among the leading cliques of the Taiping heavenly kingdom. From 

the point of view of internal contradictions in peasant wars, thie incident 
had ite rights and wrongs. However, from the point of view of a scramble 
for power and profite, it was not a struggle between two lines and was 
neither progressive nor reactionary. Of course, Wei Changhui took part 

in the internal dissension, fighting and killing to scramble for power, 
severely undermined the revolutionary force of the Taiping heavenly kingdom 
and weakened the revolution. He can not shirk his great responsibility 

and guilt for this.

Despite the fact that the 5th Plenary Session of the llth CCP Central Conm- 
mittee has rehabilitated Chairman Liu and restored his honor as "a great 
Marxist and proletarian revolutionary," certain people of the CCP Central 
Committee have at the same time reversed black and white, confounded right 
and wrong and distorted Comrade Liu Shaoqi's words and deeds.

For example, in his speech at the memorial service of Chairman Liu, Comrade 
Deng Xiaoping said thet Comrade Liu Shaoqi was the first to initiate the 
concept Mao Zedong Thought and that Comrade Liu Shaoqi actively propagated 
Mao Zedong Thought during the Seventh CCP Congress. Obviously this is sheer 
nonsense. Although the great Marxist and proletarian revolutionary Liu 
Shaoqi did present the concept of Mao Zedong Thought at that congress, he, 
during the ensuing revolutionary periods, resolutely opposed the so-called 
“invincible Mao Zedong Thought" that generated such abominable influence 
within the party. He aleo opposed the erroneous line generated by that 


"thought." 


We all remember that Comrade Liu Shaoqi repeatedly stated that Marxisnm-

[Text] Editor's Note: The following is a speech by Chen Yun given at the 
central work conference and was provided by reader Chang Min-hui for this 
journal to publish. According to the reader, when he went for a visit to 
Beijing last year, some unite were holding report meetings to convey the 
spirit of the central work conference including the speeches of Hua Guofeng, 
Deng Xiaoping, Li Xiannian and Chen Yun. The Chen Yun's speech previously 
published in Hong Kong is different from what he heard. He therefore sent 
this version to the journal for the readers to study. [End editor's note) 


Diecussion of the Four Iesues 


1. Under what situation do we engage in the four modernizations and build a 
powerful socialist state? It is necessary to seek truth from facts. First 
we must obtain a clearer pacture of the “truth.” Our country's population 
is more than 900 million. Among them, 80 percent are peasants. The revolu- 
tion won victory 30 years ago. Has the people's living standard improved? 
Yee. However, some areas still have to “seek rice." As I said in November 
last year, if this is not solved within 10 to 20 years, the secretaries of 
the party branches will lead the brigades ot the cities to beg for rice. 

If thie situation is not evaluated, the entire economy will not be good. 

The peasants are the main thing. At present, there are many commune-run 
industries and small city- and town-run industries. It is rational to pri- 
marily solve the problem of employment and improve the living standard. 
Naturally, there has been blindness that requires guidance. On the one hand, 
we are vetypoor. On the other hand, we have to realize the four moderniza- 
tions by the end of this century. This is a contradiction. We are densely 
populated. We want to improve the living standard, take part in the four 
modernizations and employ less people. This will make it difficult to find 
jobs. We have to engage in the four modernizations amid this kind of con- 
tradictions. This is the starting point for us to draw our blueprint. If 
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we want to do our work in proportion, we have to follow this proportion. 
Other countries do not have thie characteristic. The emall cities and towns 
and the large industries need electricity. It ise a pressing matter. Ac- 
cording to calculations from foreign countries, there should be « correspond- 
ing amount of electricity generated for a certain amount of steel produced. 
However, thie kind of calculation does not work in China. In accordance with 
the proportion and including the agricultural coneumption of electricity, 
thie is a fundamental issue. The Soviet Union had experienced a lack of 
reserve labor forces. This will not happen in China. 


2. Proportioned development is the fastest development. This time, the 
planning commission has done better in producing this document. To produce 
32 to 33 million tons of steel is equal to remaining at the original level. 
In the past, we thought a higher quota was Marxism-Leninism and a lower quota 
was revisioniem. This is wrong. A lower quota is also Marxism-Leninien. 

In view of the actual situation, during readjustment in the firet 3 years of 
the 1980's, the quota dropped to the lowest point of 6 million tons. This 
year, not to exceed 3% million tone is to seek truth from facts. If we 
only increase the output of steel while coal, electricity, oil and trane- 
port cannot catch up, we will delay capital construction, and cannot carry 
it out for long. We learned such lessons before. The metallurgical depart- 
mente had plane for importing from abroad. I saw them before. Their in- 
tention is good. Which party member does not want to increase steel produc- 
tion? In the past, I always seemed to advocate producing less. There never 
was euch a thing! Can the problem be solved? The metallurgical departments 
have taken too simple a view of the problem. They have isolated the problen. 
Ie it a good idea to borrow so much money from foreigners? In the old so- 
ciety, if someone wanted to borrow money from the banks, they had to go 
through a lot of investigation and the money would only be lent if it could 
be paid back. The foreign businessmen promised to lend money to you. It 
can be true and untrue. We must not take too simple a view. If we borrow 
money from foreigners, we can develop iron and steel and produce all the 
metallurgical machines. Everything will be shouldered by the people's bank. 
When 3 yuan can be exchanged for U.S.$1, if we import large quantities, how 
much investment is needed in the country? If one party has taken something, 
another party is bound to lose something. How could you say that you would 
not be the tumbling stone? We must properly work this out. 


Last year, the State Council held a conference to discuss principles. I 
have read all the important speeches. My opinion to Li Xiannian and Gu Mu 
was: Would it be better to hold the conference for a few more days to lis- 
ten to the opinions from various sides, particularly the opposition's opin- 
ion? Some people came back from visite abroad and gave us some ideas and 
the party members also conveyed the ideas to the lower levels. They wanted 
to draw hundreds of millions from foreign countries and step up the speed. 
In this way, those with different opinions found it inconvenient to speak 
up. There were very few people who expressed differing opinions. I think 
money from foreign countries can be borrowed. The central authorities are 
correct in making this decision. However, it is not good to borrow so much 
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all of a eudden. One said we borrowed too much, while another said "Other 
countries can succeed in 7 or 10 years. We can do it faster." This is only 
what we see from the situation in foreign countries without seeing the eitua- 
tion in our own country. Our industrial foundation and technological strength 
are weak. Taiwan and South Korea have the United States to look after then. 
That ie why their development is rapid. We only look at one side, but ignore 
the proportion. To etrese that we can borrow money from foreign countries 

ie our weakness.

3. I demand a period of 3 years of readjustment. The failure of readjust- 
ment in proportion is worse than in 1961 and 1962. During the Cultural Re- 
volution, the generale looked after the economy. Some people had little ex- 
perience, but acted rashly. For example, Cheng Shiqing wanted the whole 
country to produce 65,000 motor vehicles. Jiangxi Province alone had to 
produce 6,500. Where was the steel plate? He wanted Jiangxi Province to 
take over the tasks of grain import for the whole country. In the past, 
Jiangxi turned over only from 900 million jin to 1.2 billion jin of grain 

& year over a long period. The whole country imported 7 billion jin; Jiang- 
xi produced only 19 billion jin of grain a year including 13.3 billion jin 
of rice. If in taking over the tasks of grain import for the whole country 
the people throughout the province could only have 8 to 9 billion jin of 
grain, would that be enough to cause a rebellion? Those who acted rashly 
clamored to do what they wanted. At present, the situation of failure in 
readjustment is serious. Large scale capital construction projecte numbered 
1,700, while emall-scale ones numbered several tens of thousands. It is 
necessary to be resolute and get rid of those which we cannot handle. We 
must not hate to part with what we cannot handle and obstruct the whole 
situation. Qiuli's [Vice Premier Yu Qiuli] opinion is correct in meeting 
the needs of the advanced enterprises first. The local and commune-run in- 
dustries should not compete with the major enterprises for electricity and 
raw material. A meal for three persons is not enough for five persons over 
a long period. The chemical fertilizer plante in some areas should indeed 
teeliminated. We should persuade them to close down. The situation of co- 
existence between the advanced and backward enterprises will possibly con- 
tinue over a long period in our country. Otherwise, we cannot provide em- 
ployment for so many people. They are bound to start trouble. It is very 
difficult to fulfill the tasks of readjustment. We owe so many debts 

in the past 10 years. Those who were sent down in 1962 have to return too. 
We made our promise at that time. It is indeed not easy to handle. 


The goal of readjustment is to advance in accordance with the proportion. 
The key is to make arrangement for the enterprises in the cities, towns and 
communes . 


4. How much steel should be produced in 2000? There are 21 more years. I 
think if we can reach X million tons, it will be fine. Am I dishearten- 
ing in saying eo? The question is: It is basically impossible to produce 
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60 million tons by 1985. To produce X million tons by 2000 ie empty talk. 
However, there is some basis for this. To increase by an average of 2 mil- 
lion tone a year or slightly more is already not bad. To exceed this amount 
ie even better. It ie satisfactory even if it is slightly less than that. 

I am not only looking at that figure. However, the steel must be good. By 
then only a few countries will be able to produce X thousand million tons 
of eteel! We must be able to see that we have lost almost 20 years in our 
construction. It is very good if we can produce X thousands million tons 
of steel by 2000. We must produce in accordance with this quantity and 
plans. If we can exceed this by then it will be welcomed. Even if it is 
slightly less than this, we will still be satisfied. 


We Must Increase our Sources of Foreign Exchange and Income 


The Ministry of Metallurgy wanted to improve the quality and varieties of 
iron and steel. Can we score any achievement in this way? It will be good 
if communications and transport, science and technology and city planning 
can also catch up. We must pay prior attention to preventing pollution. 

If we delay this, it will cost more. The standard of living of the major- 
ity of people must reach the middle level. A minority can even be richer. 
Generally, the difference should not be too great. It is not easy for 
Ganeu to catch up with Jiangnan. 


Do we still need any foreign funds? Do we still need any foreign technology? 
Yes! We must make use of it in many ways. However, we must extend the 
limit of the period. We must increase our sources of foreign exchange and 
income. Our ability to repay loans is not strong. Our ability is not 
great if we only rely on the export of agricultural products. We must open 
up more channels. During the central work conference last year, I saw 
material on tourism. It said we could earn U.S.$300 million. I do not 
think it is easy. In other resources, such as petroleum, the United States 
possesses high survey technology. We can adopt U.S. technology. The results 
are quick and it is easy to compensate. We can aleo take part in coopera- 
tive production, processing and ordering of goods. In short, foreign ex- 
change is a major issue. However, we must have plans and improve our abil- 
ity to do it. 


Do Not Compliment Me so Much, I Also Receive Negative Lessons in the Past 


As director of financial and economic affairs, first I am physically weak. 

I only have two mornings in a week to give speeches. Second, my experience 
is limited. During the early period of liberation, the scale was small and 
the situation was simpler. I could manage then. Now the scale is larger 
and the situation is very complicated. I am afraid I cannot handle it. Do 
not compliment me so much. I also received negative lessons before. Of the 
156 large-scale items, I handled Sanmenxia. It was not a success, but 
should be regarded as a lesson in failure. I understand it myself. I can 
only perform the most essential work in accordance with my ability.

[Text] Tianjin Municipality is one of the three largest municipalities in 
China. Among the 29 provinces, municipalities and autonomous regions, it 

is the only place where the people's government has not yet been restored. 
The sign reading "Municipal Revolutionary Committee" is still hanging there. 
Since it is a famous export trade city, this problem has aroused much at~- 


According to the revised constitution, the electoral law and the organic 

law of the local governments adopted at the Second Session of the Fifth NPC 
and according to the decisions made at the Standing Committee of the People's 
Congress, the local governments at the provincial and municipal levels should 
have abolished revolutionary committees and established people's govern- 
ments last year. This February, 28 province, municipalities and autonomous 
regions held people's congresses, established people's government and 
elected provincial governors, mayors or chairmen of municipal governments. 
Tianjin Municipality is obviously many days late compared with other pro- 
vinces and municipalities. It is lagging behind. 


It seems that there are objective historical reasons which explain why 
Tianjin is late and lage behind. As we all know, Tianjin has been the 
southern gate of the capital, Beijing. During the 10-year Cultural Revolu- 
tion, particularly when the gang of four was running amuck, Tianjin be- 
came one of the places where Jiang Qing, who "dreamed of becoming an en- 
press,” rose to power and position. Was the “area” grasped by her--the 
so-and-so village--not in Tianjin? The criticism of Lin and Confucius, 
the struggle between the Confucianists and the legalists and the creation of 
many “typical cases" at that time actually caused a manmade disaster. 
Although the municipal leader, who secured for himself party, government 
and army power by closely following the gang of four, has been dismissed 
and replaced, the pernicious influence is still quite deep. 
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A RENMIN RIBAO contributing commentator's article recently pointed out: 
"Although the gang of four have been overthrown, their organization and 
ideological remmantes still exiet and play their role. Some of them are 
still flagrantly engaged in activities. They continue to defy the party's 
line, principle and policies." Let us quote a specific example in Tianjin 
Municipality. Ma Shukui, the secretary of Ji Xian County party committee 
of Tianjing Mumicipality, openly refused to carry out the decision made by 
the Tianjin Municipal party committee and the central departments concerned 
on redressing the more than 10 year old mishandled case of Li Baojin, ori- 
ginally the secretary of the Bangjun commune party committee in Ji Xian 
County. He brazenly refused to implement our policies. This aleo reflects 
the problem of the cadres in Tianjin Municipality and the organizations at 
various levele in previous days. The Tianjin Municipal party committee has 
seriously handled this problem, revealed the facts and suspended him from 
his duties self-criticism. This shows that Tianjin Municipality has 
used organisational force and conducted ideological education to boldly 

and resolutely eliminate the pernicious influence of the gang of four. The 
situation has changed greatly. In fact, if we continue to allow the organ- 
izational remnants of the gang of four to remain in leading positions in 
various departments rather than adopt necessary measures, healthy trends 
will not be encouraged and justice will not be upheld. How can there be 
democracy then? How can the municipal people's congresses be successfully 
held? How can leaders whom the people like be elected? 


According to recent reports, the eastern, southern, western and northern 
suburbs of Tianjin Municipality have held general elections, elected people's 
representatives, held people's congresses of basic unite and established 
people's governmentssand standing committees of people's congresses at the 
division level. The new administrative area recently established in Dagang 
oilfield with the approval of the State Council has also elected people's 
representatives, established the division government and decided to build 
Dagang division into a modern petrochemical industry base. General elec- 
tions are also taking place in the basic units in urban areas. 


It seems that the Tianjin Municipal people's congress will soon be held and 
the new municipal people's government will be established. Although it has 
been backward compared with the 28 provinces, municipalities and autonomous 
regions, it has taken one step ahead of them. It will first elect represent- 
atives of basic level units according to the new electoral law before hold- 
ing the municipal people's congress. Other provinces, municipalities and 
autonomous regions have held their people's congresses and established their 
people's government before conducting elections in the basic-level units 
below the county level in preparation for the Sixth NPC. Tianjin Municipal- 
ity will combine two steps into one. Although it has been slow, it will 
take one step ahead of other provinces, municipalities and autonomous re- 
gions.

The great struggle to expose and cri- 
ticize Lin Biao and the "gang of four" created the condition for 
shifting the emphasis of the party's work to the socialist moderniza- 
tion construction. Without undergoing the struggle, the remnant poi- 
son in people's mind would not have been purged, people would have 
been confused between true and false socialism and between truly and 
falsely hoisting the red flag, and we would have made no headway in 
the socialist modernization construction. Therefore, the struggle to 
expose and criticize, bring order out of chaos and "give first place 
to destruction" in a previous period was extremely important. On the 
road of advance in the future, we must continue to criticize Lin Biao 
and the "gang of four's" ultraleftwing line and thoroughly purge its 
remnant poison and influence.

"destruction is construction" and "destruction can replace construc- 
tion."

In the pro- 
cess of destruction, some things are indeed "constructed" and the 
situation of "construction in destruction" does occur at times. Only 
in this significance can we say that "destruction" is also a sort of 
ideological construction. For instance, when we criticize, by means 
of the fundamental principle of practice as the only criterion to 
test truth, the modern superstition created by Lin Biao and the "gang 
of four, we are actually "constructing" the dialectic materialist 
ideological line in this process of "destruction."

Under 
this situation, that there are different ways of thinking is not sur- 
prising. The important thing ie that we must be skillful in @ ' iance. 
In regard to certain problems appearing in the excellent sit -.on, 
we must guide people to see the essence and recognize the tremendous 
achievements and fundamental changes in the past 3 years. In regard 
to the temporary difficulties in our economic life, we must guide 
them to see the overall] situation and recognize the tremendous effort 
exerted by the party and the state to improve the people's life. In 
regard to the undesirable styles of the minority in the cadre ranks, 
we must guide them to see the main current and recognize that the 
overwhelming majority of the cadres serve the people diligently and 
conscientiously and that the undesirable styles of the minority are 
being overcome and rectified, etc. As long as we pay attention to 
guidance and render it correctly, the ideological problems will not 
be hard to solve. We must firmly believe that the broad masses sup- 
port the party and wish to pureue the socialist modernization. It is 
the fundamental standpoint of our ideologicali-political work.

CHINESE-AMERICAN'S ADVICE TO FUTURE PRC STUDENTS IN U.S. 
Personal Experience

{Letter from Yu Lihua [2456 2746 5478) of Upstate New York, dated 
10 February 1980: "My Experiences in Studying in the United States") 


[Text] During the past 3 years I have visited my native country three 
times. The first visit, 1 month long, took place in 1975. The second, 
which lasted 3 months, and the third, another month-long visit, took 
place in 1977 and 1979, respectively. Five months in 5 years passed like 
a fleeting shadow under the sun and were too brief for me to gain any deep 
understanding of my motherland. But each visit was an opportunity for me 
to see things that seemed fresher than the impressions I had gained from 
the previous trip. The reason probably was that I did not stay too long. 
Ae 1 recall, the first visit provided an opportunity for me to see things 
that seemed perfect and progressive, and to hear official reports on the 
motherland. This visit also left me with an impression that no one seemed 
interested in the West. The 1977 trip took me to many places in China, 
thus enabling me to enlarge my area of contact and to meet and talk to 
people of all trades and professions. At that time, the mood of “he mother- 
land was that of a second liberation. The people kept talking about their 
past sufferings and frustrations, material and mental damage to individuals 
and the nation. Following a prolonged period of suffering, which opened 
up good days ahead, they just kept telling this family member who had re- 
turned from abroad about what happened in the past. They seemed too busy 
talking about themselves to be able to formulate any questions about their 
guest. Nor were they interested in the West or the United States. 


When I went back to China in 1979, I found that great changes were taking 
place there. Certainly this had something to do with the national policy, 
which calle for active efforts to realize the four modernizations by means 
of importing science and technology from the advanced countries and sending 
students to pursue studies abroad. During my month-long stay in China, 
whomever I met, including relatives, friends, and first acquaintances, 





earnestly wanted to know something about the United States, They not only 
asked questions, but also wanted to confirm information they had obtained 
from other sources about the United States and the “dramatic aspect of life 
there,” 


For years, China had lived in teolation from the rest of the world. If it 
wante to catch up with the advanced industrial countries, a logical step 

it can take ie to allow a large number of students to study abroad. A 

large number of people have aleo expressed their desire to visit the 

United States and other Western countries someday--a desire that I can 
understand well, As one of those living abroad, I earnestly look forward 

to seeing and welcoming them to thie land. But on the basis of the expe.- 
lence I gained during my month-long stay in China in 1979, I worry about 

the fact that those young friends who may be able to come here and others 
who cannot come have many misconceptions and an incorrect understanding of 
this country, and thereby harbor some unjustified illusions about it. For 
this reason, I consider it absolutely necessary to convey to these young 
friends in China the true picture of the United States as I know it, so that 
those whe can come here will be psychologically well prepared to meet their 
new challenges and so that others who cannot come here can gain a relatively 
objective understanding of the United States. 


I received my secondary education in mainland China and higher education 
on Taiwan. After that I came to the United States to continue my educa- 
tion until I became a Chinese-American, When I studied in Taiwan Univer- 
sity from 1949 to 1953, I worshiped everything foreign. I took special 
pride in everything that came from the United States. Even today I still 
remember that before graduating from college, a few children of the 
"privileged classes" swaggered their way out of their country and arrived 
in the United States by means of special connections. Eventually, they 
became an object of envy. Naturally, I also became the same object of 
envy when I succeeded in g-tting my travel papers ready for me to go abroad 
2 months after my graduation from college. They envied me for being able 
to go to the United States, but not for being able to pursue advanced 
studies there. Of course, I looked forward to this opportunity with in- 
describable excitement. I too was not thrilled by this educational oppor- 
tunity but was delighted at the chance to observe that vast world, or the 
new world of material affluence and colorful life. I felt that in that 
new world, I could realize a dream of tly own. But what kind of dream did 
I really have in mind: Frankly, I had no clear idea! 


The first impression I gained of the United States was really marvelous. 

On the day of my arrival in San Francisco by ship, that picturesque Golden 
Gate Bridge, shining under the setting sun, came into view--a bridge extend- 
ing as far as the eye could see. A Jewish couple, both nearly 50 years 

old, came aboard to pick me up. The man, named Ira, knew my father during 
his business trips to Taiwan. I was introduced to him by my father at a 
banquet in Taiwan, in the hope of getting his assistance in going to the 
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United States, He promised such assistance without any hesitation. I 
had applied for admission to post graduate work at colleges in the United 
States when my graduation from Taiwan University drew near. As soon ae | 
received the approval of admission from two univeraities in the middle 
western United States, | wrote a letter to Mr Ira, who had returned to 
the United States by then. After receiving my letter, he opened a bank 
account with $2,500 credited to my name ae 4 guarantee for my expenses 

in the United States for a year. 


When leaving for the United States, my companions were two certificates of 
college admissions, a guarantee of expenses for 1 year in the United States, 
a ship ticket, a brain full of unrealistic dreams, and tw large dowry~like 
suitcases of clothes suitable for wear in four seasone--a bunch of new 
clothes that mother had carefully prepared for me in the hope that I might 
be able to end up in the arme of a doctoral husband. 


Mr and Mre Ira were warm persons. After picking me up from the ship, they 
escorted me to their hotel. On the way to the hotel, they let me take a 
good look at the night view of San Francisco before I had a comfortable 
rest. At dinner, Mr Ira showed me a certificate of admission to a 2-year 
junior college near hie residence, along with a certificate of scholarship, 
saying that everything wae well arranged for me. He said that I could live 
in his home, both room and board free, and could pick up the schoolbus to 
college every day, but on the condition that I should do some household 
chores for their home. After he finished, he enatched that $2,500 bank 
account certificate from me. I felt that something was wrong. But this 
had happened only a moment after I had arrived in a strange land. I was 
really scared. Besides this couple, I had neither relatives nor friends 
to turn to for help. To me, they were neither relatives nor friends but 
only acquaintances. Many questions were bottled up in my chest, but I 
dared not utter a single word. On the following day, I obediently 
followed them to their home in a small town over 350 kilometers north of 
San Francisco, a town with a population of nearly 10,000. The junior college 
was located downtown, but Iran's home was atop a hill in the suburbs. I 
had to get up at 6 in the morning. After gulping down a cup of icy milk 
capable of freezing everything in my stomach, I walked nearly 30 minutes 
downhill in the face of the autumn breeze to where I could pick up the 
schoolbus. The courses I selected were English comprehension, reading, 
and conversation, stenography, and typing. At noon, after swallowing a 
tasteless “sandwich,” I mingled with 17- and 18-year-old merrymaking 
teenagers, listening to their talk about dates, ballgames, movies, dances 
and drinking beer. They were very friendly to me, saying: "Do you like 
America?" “Can you get along with the life here?" “Are you homesick?" 
"Ha, how about joining us for a dancing party every weekend! We would 

like to introduce you to a partner. What would you say?" 


I could only shake my head in disapproval or react with an awkward smile. 
I was kept busy every weekend. In addition to cleaning seven bedrooms, 
two bathrooms, md a kitchen, I had to help out with Ira's outdoor chores 











by removing weeds, tending his garden, and scooping up the fallen leaves 
covering hie 6-acre land. The couple usually spent Saturday evenings away 
from home, dining or playing poker games with friends or attending other 
weekend recreational activities, When they were gone, | was the lonesome 
housekeeper, Our nearest neighbors wane another nearly 60-year-old couple 
who lived nearly 5 miles away. During my firet weekend at Ira's home, I 
murmured about my fear of being alone before their departure. Mre Ira 
seemed surprised and said: "What do you have to fear? When we are gone, 
you just lock the door and no one in the world will be safer. Before you 
came, Mr Ira sometimes had to be away for months. I was the only soul in 
the house. I didn't think about being scared." 


In reality, many things atop that hill were scary to me, including the 
wail of the roaring wind, the sound of rain on the leaves, the cries of 
unknown wild beasts, and a sudden phone ring in the dead of night! I was 
also bothered by things that I could neither see nor touch, such as nos- 
talgia for my family. One month later, I gradually became accustomed to 
the household chores and garden drudgery and could control my formerly un- 
controllable emotions or crying caused by the feelings of loneliness and 
apprehensions on weekends. What I could not get used to was the time I 
aimlessly wasted at that junior college. Ira was a worker who had become 
a wealthy man. He had never received a higher education. For this 
reason, I could not explain to him the difference between a junior college 
and a university offering postgraduate courses and programs. He turned 
down my request to transfer to a university. Nor was his wife willing to 
see a most inexpensive and readily available housemaid go. 


In the 2 months following my arrival in Ira's home, after seeing me cry 
behind his back several times, he told me that there were two Chinese 
students studying at the nearby University of California Agricultural 
college, and that if I wished tm meet them he would be happy to drive me 
there any Sunday as soon 4s I finished the house chores. At that time, 
I was so grateful I was moved to tears by this suggestion. I felt that if 
I were allowed to see some Chinese faces and talk to them in my own language, 
I would be able to cope with any heavy household chores and any terrible 
feelings of loneliness. The two Chinese students at the agricultural 
college were very helpful in obtaining for me a copy of an application 
form for admission to the University of California, Los Angeles (UCLA). 
They also came up the mountain to see me or invited me to visit some 
famous points of interest in California. Later, when I told them that I 
was requested to do heavy household chores daily, they were so angry that 
they promised to actively help me plan for transfer to another college. 
One day when I showed the Iras a certificate of admission to UCLA and 
informed them of my decision to go there, they turned two long faces as 
if they were unpredictable summer skies overcast with black clouds and 
packed with thunderbolts bearing down on me. Both accused me of being 
the most ungrateful person in the world. I remained reticent, not 
because I had nothing to reply to them--I had a chestful of complaints 
to make--but because my English was too poor to be able to express my 
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indignation. On the eve of my departure, I kept tossing in bed and simply 
could not get to sleep, My alertness enabled me to notice Mre Ira 
sleuthing in my bedroom, I pretended to be asleep but kept watching to 
see what she was going to do to me, She opened all my packed suitcases 
and rummaged through them one by one. Her acts were so intolerable that 

I suddenly eat up in bed, angrily demanding to know what she was supposed 
to be doing in my room. She callously replied: "I don't trust you--Chi- 
nese people like you. I want to find out whether you have snatched any- 
thing that belongs to this house.” I yelled back: "Did I take anything 
from you?" She shrugged her shoulders, walked out, and closed the door 
behind her without looking at me. 


Although I am a novelist dealing in fiction, everything I have written 
here ie true. Of course, not all Americans behave like her. But many 
Americans, especially those who have not received a higher education, are 
biased against the Chinese, or Orientals. Although well-educated Americans 
may aleo be biased against Orientals, they hide it so well that you could 
never notice it. 


Upon my arrival in Los Angeles, I could expect no help from either rela- 
tives or friends. The friends of the agriculture college introduced me to 
Mr Shen, a UCLA student who was majoring in science. I called him from a 
telephone booth near a bus stop. He was a warmhearted person. Although 
he was very busy, he came to pick me up and accompanied me to the office 
of the advisers for foreign students, telling them that my total worth in 
cash was no more than 40 or 50 dollars. An adviser demanded to know what 
work I could do. "Can you work as a typist, stenographer, or librarian?" 

I just shook my head. He frowned and asked again: “Any problem with baby- 
sitting?" I nodded my head immediately after Mr Shen whispered in Chinese 
in my ear: “You must say yes even if you can't do it. Otherwise, you can 
never find a job." Then the adviser asked his assistant to accompany me 
to see my first formal employer in an upper-class residential area in 
Beverly Hille, in the Los Angeles suburbs. My employer, who lived in a big 
house, was a divorcee over 30. I was employed to take care of her 6- or 
7-year-old daughter. I went to school in the morning and came back to be 
her playmate in the afternoon, an easy-going job indeed. More often than 
not I had to feed that little girl when her mother was not home for supper. 
Usually we ate TV-dinner-type beef which was stored in the freezer and 
which took only 20 minutes to cook in the oven. But it was a type of food 
distasteful to an Oriental. After supper, I spent time either playing with 
her or reading and telling stories before I could put her in bed. After 
lulling her to sleep, I returned to my own room. I felt lonely again in 

a 12-room house. Schoolwork was very heavy. I had to study English dili- 
gently. In order to qualify for a scholarship for the next schoolyear, I 
had no alternative but to study hard. Nevertheless, homesickness, nostal- 
gia for those near and dear to me back home, and feelings of loneliness 
often disturbed the peace of mind I needed to do my homework. I spent many 
evenings just staring at the light in front of me, or at the ghost-like oak 
trees outside the window, and kept asking myself: "Where is the merry world 
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in the United States? Why did I end up sitting in this strange house?” 

The greatest irony was the falee impressions | portrayed in my letters 

to my beloved ones or friends back home: I sent photographs taken of my 
self dressed in a floor-length gown tailored by my mother before my depar- 
ture and standing by Ira's deluxe Lincoln stationwagon as if I were ite 
owner, and pictures taken of myself in a nice-looking dress in a beauti- 
ful setting, with azaleas at my feet and green grass in front of me and 

my employer's Beverly Hille house as a backdrop. In these pictures I 
appear happy and have a emiling face, But these pictures turned yellow 
long ago; those beautiful dresses suitable for banquets, which I had never had 
a chance to wear since I brought them to the United States, have been 
shredded to pieces by the erosion of time. My original regretful feelings 
of coming here, and the agony resulting from the feeling of being unable to 
go back, remain as fresh in my mind as if they happened yesterday. 


1 was treated well by my mistress. That little girl, a victim of divorced 
parents, turned out to be a mean and eccentric little soul ae a result of 
having received too much material comfort and too little spiritual concern. 
She often, intentionally or unintentionally, offended me with tongue in 
cheek due to my poor English and dislike of Western food. I did not keep 
that job too long and left her home as soon as I found a similar position. 
I changed employers frequently, mostly for the reason that I did not want 
to be a parasite in a single home for too long. I survived the first 
schoolyear with good academic achievements, which qualified me for free 
tuition and a scholarship for the next two semesters, and for a move to 
the dormitory for females. 





I suggest that all young men yearning to come to the United States never 
entertain this thought: "Well! I have suffered so much in China these 
years. Now an opportunity has finally come for me to enjoy as much as 
possible that material affluence in that new civilization!" 


No matter how wealthy their families are, most young Americans more or 
less earn their own way through a 4-year college. The same is true of 
postgra‘uate students. Some are willing to work 1U to 20 hours a week 
under the college-sponsored "work-study" program. Others make money by 
devoting part of their time to working in restaurants, laundry and car- 
wash shops, or fast food service stores. They consider it a shame to 
spend their parents’ money on their college education. Some students 
even want to suspend their studies for a couple of years, when they are 
half way through college, and return to complete their unfinished courses 
only after earning and saving enough money through work. To them, summers 
are the best moneymaking seasons. Some even could get two or three jobs 
at the same time and spend 3 months not seeing the sunlight. I spent the 
second year of my 2-year UCLA postgraduate education working part time as 
a typist for a car insurance company. I worked from 3 pm to ll pm. My 
supper was always the same--a sandwich, a sweet cake, and a cup of cold 
milk. After returning to my dormitory from work, I still had to prepare 
for the next day's schoolwork. On my way back from the office, I often

took a nap on the bus. After getting off the bus, I walked back to my 
dormitory on two tired lege. I spent the 2 days of every weekend doing 
the schoolwork that had accumulated over the past week. During the four 
semesters plue a summer, I not only saved enough to support my postgradu- 
ate education without financial aid from my family, but aleo was able to 
send money to supplement the needs of my younger brothers and sisters. 
Looking back on these 2 years, I felt that the experience I acquired 
during that period can be likened to a pill without sugarcoating--which 
wae very bitter but effective in curing me of many maladies. 


Since 1972, many American scholars, engineers, and other professionals of 
Chinese origin have returned to China for a reunion with their relatives 
or for sightseeing tours. Some of them have even decided to remain there 
to accept jobs. On the surface, they were all successful professionals of 
good standing, owning homes and cars and having bank accounts. But don't 
forget that almost every one of them had his bitter and miserable past 
which he either wants to forget or is unwilling to remember and mention. 
Many othere who came to this land earlier first worked as laborers with 
the lowest salaries. Through a long period of hard work, they too can now 
bring their families here and share weal and woe with them. Today, when 
they proudly go back to their motherland, generously presenting gifts to 
their relatives to make up for the long years of separation, who knows 
whether these gifts cost them the savings they have accumulated bit by bit 
over the years in which they worked 7 days a week and 10 hours a day as cooks. 
These overseas Chinese and scholars are willing to help young friends of 
the motherland to study in the United States as a demonstration of their 
support for the four modernizations. But young friends should never feel 
dazzled by their superficial affluence, and should see beneath the surface 
to truly understand their industrious workstyle and their lifestyle of 
plain living. Their help means giving you a lift. But a proud and glorious 
career needs hard work and unyielding will. 


Judging from my over 20-year experience in living in the United States, 

I want to give the future young visitors to this land the following advice: 
you should neither illusively look at it as a paradise nor believe the 
speculation that the United States is a land where all problems can be 
solved. As for those friends who cannot come for the time being, I want 
to say that it is illogical to worship everything produced in the West, 
especially the United States, on the basis of incorrect and exaggerated 
reports. Although the United States is an advanced industrial and mater- 
ially affluent country, there are also slums in its big cities where people 
often starve and freeze to death and poor people subsist on potatoes every 
day. 


You may feel dazed by the tempo of life in the United States. Those who 
live and work in New York City normally have to get up early in the morn- 
ing. Their breakfast includes a cup of coffee and two slices of toast. 
When they get ready to go to work, they unlock three locks with three 
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different keys designed to keep thieves robbers and murderers out of their 
homes, The subway trains or city buses which take them to where they work 
are as crowded as early morning and evening city buses in Beijing. Subway 
trains are dirty, full of foul odors, and unsafe. Those working in incon- 
venient areas have to change buses or subway trains several times and have 
to spend at least an hour before reaching their office. After arriving 

at the office, they work from 8 to 12, There is usually a 10-minute coffee 
break at 10. The Oriental way of life, marked by several leisurely, long 
hours of tea ceremonies, has no place in the American way of life. No one 
could be allowed to take a 2-hour nap during the noon break. Nor can any 
entrepreneur afford to allow hie employees to go home for a 2-hour nap at 
a great, incalculable financial loss to his big company! At lunchtime, 
which lasts | hour at most, some people just try to fill up their empty 
stomach with tasteless food at snackbars. Others t.2d themselves with 
homemade sandwiches at the office and gulp them down with a cup of coffee. 
Still others can eat at outside fast food stores serving sandwiches, ham- 
burgers, and hot dogs. Those who are afraid of obesity--and these people 
account for the majority of the working population--can eat only yogurt. 
As soon as lunch is over, they rush back to the office with no time left 
for picking their teeth, and continue to work until 5 in the afternoon. 
There is another 10-minute coffee break at 3. After office hours are over, 
they squeeze into the overcrowded homeward-bound buses or subway trains 
which, during the summer, are full of offensive armpit perspiration odors, 
marijuana smoke, and the smell of beer and cheap perfume. On the subway 
trains, one can see tired faces with eyes closed, and obscene scrawlings 
all over the walls. The smell of vaporized urine greets the arrivals of 
the subway stops. Those who live in the outlying areas of the city have 
to walk to where they parked their cars in the morning and pick them up and 
drive home. Some may find their cars stolen or their four tires either 
stolen or slashed by juvenile delinquents. If their cars are still there 
and safe, they are lucky. Driving home, they can happily pick up their 
children from the daycare homes. If the worker is a housewife, once she 
returns home she has to cut thawed-out meat and get supper ready for her 
homecoming husband, in addition to caring for her children. After supper, 
she has to clean up the house, send the kids to bed, and lull them to sleep 
by reading stories. Only then can she switch on her television set and 
slip onto the sofa, with her legs resting on a small table, and enjoy 
watching her favorite comics or other entertainment programs for a while. 
Upon seeing a funny scene, she may turn to divert the attention of her hus- 
band from reading his newspaper or magazine on another sofa. When she does, 
she may find her husband dozing off to a sound sleep with an empty beer 
bottle resting near his stomach and his newspaper or magazine strewn all 
over the floor. Before she could have time to talk, he was already too 
tired to stay awake. The following day, this pattern of life is repeated. 





If he is a bachelor, he may find his apartment robbed after reaching home; 
it was locked with three different keys, but he still could not keep the 
thieves out of it. This being the case, he is in no mood to do anything 
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or fill his stomach with his cooking. He just slips into bed and starts 
to dream. When he wakes up, he may feel too hungry to wait for food 
cooked by himself. He again locks his doors with the three keys and 
takes the elevator down to an Italian food store and orders a pizza for 
supper, or goes to a Chinese restaurant and orders a plate of chowmein. 
But one has to be extremely careful when deciding to use the elevator, 
where cases of robbery and rape often occur, especially in metropolitan 
New York's towering, unguarded apartment houses. Aware that remaining on 
the street too long at night is dangerous, he has no choice but to go quickly 
back to his small apartment. Once home, he may pick up his phone and call 
somebody for a chit-chat. If the bachelor is a female, she may sit by 
her telephone receiver, wishing that someone will call. If nobody does, 
she may feel too disappointed to do siything else but to comfort herself 
in her dreams. 


Those living in the suburbs are mostly members of the upper-class society. 
Someone who is one of them does not have to catch the dirty subway train, 
as others do. He can enjoy a comfortable ride on a train or a long-distance 
bus. The trip one way may probably take 2 hours or more. Therefore he has 
to get up very early in the morning and drive himself to the train station. 
Once on the train, he opens his attache case to pore over some unfinished 
business or read the WALL STREET JOURNAL, especially its news of the stock 
market. He simply couldn't ignore its ups and downs, because he has to pay 
the mortage to maintain his upper-class suburban home, his wife's cosmetic 
treatment fees, physical fitness fees, expenses for clothes, club membership 
fees, and beauty parlor treatment, and their children's expensive private 
middle school tuition, as well as the expenses for his own weekly visit to 
a psychiatrist or for the maintenance of a mistress somewhere in the down- 
town. All these add up to an enormous expenditure. Therefore, how could 
he ignore the news of the ups and downs of the stock market? Immediately 
after his arrival at the office, he is surrounded by his secretary and 
assistants while answering phone calls. Since he could not possibly 

finish everything during office hours, he often has to deal with unfinished 
business at lunchtime. He is kept busy in the afternoon, too. He may have 
to attend a lengthy conference. When the office closes, he feels totally 
exhausted, but he still has to pick up a homebound train to either Long 
Island or the northern suburbs or New Jersey or even upstate New York, which 
is 2 or 3 hours away. As soon as he returns home, the best relaxation for 
him is a martini, supper with meat as its main course, and a good rest. 
Certainly his wife wants to talk to him, and his children want to consult 
their dad on some problems after he has been away for the day. But he 
says: “For your sake, I am awfully tired. Please leave me alone." Perhaps 
he is a big company manager earning a salary of $100,000 per annum, capable 
of maintaining a luxurious home, owning a big car, spending a vacation in 
Florida during the winter and enjoving a cruise in a luxurious yacht in a 
calm lake during the summer. In order to enjoy these privileges, he has 

no choice but to keep making money. He does so for the sake of his wife 
and children. But unfortunately, he ends up with nothing. In 1979, the 
divorce rate in the United States accounted for 50 percent of its marriage 
rate. Most of the broken families belong to the upper-class society. 
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Although this is not the whole picture of American life, you can see some- 
thing through this kaleidoscope. Although Americans are known for their 
wasteful practices, they never waste time. They are interested in every- 
thing, but noc in the slow and leisurely tempo of life cherished by Ori- 
entals. For someone to spend a whole afternoon fishing by a lakeside is 
unthinkable to most Americans. You must correctly understand their way 

of life, their concept of values, and their basic social background in 
which the weak succumb to the strong and against which extreme individual- 
iem has emerged. Knowing all this, you will benefit by learning from 
their strong points, but you should not be perplexed by what you will see. 


When you come, you should bring with you your wisdom, which has been proven 
not inferior to that of any other people, your special diligence and indus- 
triousness, and your tenacity. Furthermore, be sure that you never forget 
to bring with you your personal and national dignity. Chinese-Americans of 
various trades and professions have demonstrated to other Americans their 
wisdom and intelligence; the overseas Chinese residents of the older 
generation have relied on their bare hands to build Chinatowns with indom- 
itable spirit in many big American cities. You must come with a bearing 

of dignity. Of course, you should learn from the American people industry 
and science, efficiency and speed, and the habit of being unwilling to 
waste time. On the other hand, you should not forget that you can teach 
them a philosophy of iife. 


Last year, during my talks with some young friends in Shanghai, I noted a 
strong tendency to worship everything foreign. Whenever they saw small 
radios broughc by foreign travelers, they kept praising them and envied 
their possewors. Twenty years ago, I was a Chinese who went abroad with 
the mentality of a worshiper of things foreign. After 20 years in the 
United States, I can now understand them better. When I saw these young- 
sters in Shanghai act the way I had previously acted, I had a deep mixed 
feeling. When I was youns, I peramally saw many overbearing and arrogant 
foreigners in Shanghai and Chongqing. Later, I witnessed the so-called 
American advisers and GI's swaggering through the streets of Taiwan. 
Following a century of humiliation, the Chinese people have finally stood 
up. Do they still have to be submissive in front of foreigners, after hav- 
ing proudly stood up for 30 years? Japan is now an advanced country, even 
advancing far ahead of the United States in the industrial field. Isn't 
this fact sufficient to explode the myth of white superiority? Given 
another 10 or 20 years without war, it is certain that China can catch up 
with the West and the United States in science and technology, if it can 
put its assets--its people's industriousness and wisdom--to good use. 

Young friends, you must have complete confidence in China's ability to catch 
up. When you come here, you should concentrate your attention on studying, 
so that upon your return home you can pass on what you have acquired to 
others who don't have the opportunity you have had to study abroad. I think 
that China will need your talents and knowledge in order to turn it into an 
advanced country during the 2lst century. You are required to show confi- 
dence in your nation and to maintain personal dignity, so that the national 
dignity China regained 30 years ago can be preserved. 
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If you see those small radios again, you may say to their foreign owners: 
"Please let me take a look at them." You should never say: "Please give 
me one."’ Upon receiving foreign visitors, you should be polite and friendly 
to them. But you don't have to be submissive before them, for they are 
only your guests and not your masters. You can give them all the help they 
need, but you should never let them push you around. 


During my month-long stay in China last year, I had many opportunities to 
stroll around the streets or take a bus ride from place to place. On these 
occasions, I saw two different groupe of youths: the first group consisted 
of youths who studied hard and kept studying with book in hand, no matter 
whether they were on a bus or in the park or on the sidewalk. Late one 
night I left the Qianmen Hotel for a walk. There were no souls but dimly 
lit street lamps. Around a triangle corner, I saw two teenagers squatting 
on the ground, bowing their heads, and whispering to each other. If it had 
been New York, I could determine that they undoubtedly were two juvenile 
delinquents caught in the middle of plotting or selecting their next vic- 
tims. What were these two boys doing? Curiosity moved me one step forward 
in order to take a closer look at what was really going on. With a book 
in hand, they were making lines in the sandy ground with fallen twigs. 

An inquiry revealed that they were just trying to solve a geometry problem 
by using the yellow sandy ground as the blackboard, substituting twigs for 
chalk and the open field for the classroom. Noting that the light overhead 
was too dim for them to continue studying, I said: "Go home. It is too 
late."' But what I was trying to say but did not say was: "Protect your 
eyes. You need some good sleep. It is time to turn in. Don't catch cold. 
Your country needs good boys like you." 


I also saw do-nothing youngsters everywhere, especially at night. They 
would crouch on the ground, playing cardgames, murmuring to each other, 
smoking cigarettes, and squinting at passersby with disrespectful glares. 
They even threw ice cream wrapping paper on the sidewalk, as if they wanted 
to challenge the oncoming passersby with this remark: "This is the way I 
behave. Can you do anything about it?" When I walked up, trying to talk 

to them, they suddenly became quiet, watching me with a cool and bored glare. 
Finally, for fear of getting into trouble, I decided not to talk to then. 

I did so also because I did not have the slightest idea why they were be- 
having like that. Later, some friends of mine told me that they were youths 
who had neither schools to go to nor jobs to do. In other words, they had no 
place to go but to stay with their families doing nothing. 


Young friends, I am certain that this is not your fault. Nor do I feel 
that your country has deliberately let you down. Your country is so vast 
and so densely populated.... Why don't you accept this as a challenge and 
turn it into a strength in order to overcome difficulties? Knowledge can 
be acquired beyond school, just as books can be obtained outside the class- 
rooms. There are many self-educated people in the United States. After 
receiving primary education, they have pursued self-study and have found 
their own future. I deeply believe that the state is now actively creating 
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ſobe and educational opportunities for you all. But only you yourselves 
ca@control your own future. If you can get jobe, that ie fine; if they 
are not available for the time being, it ie advisable for you to firmly 
grasp this opportunity to refresh yourselves. It is possible that you may 
be given jobe or opportunities to take college or junior college entrance 
examinations at any time, You should get yourselves well prepared for 
that. If you are given jobs or opportunities to take college examinations, 
but find yourselves unable to take them, you would feel it ie too late for 
regrets. In thie world you can make up for anything you have wasted or 
regain anything you have lost. But you can never make up for the time you 
have wasted, You are advised to firmly grasp every moment and every oppor- 
tunity to improve your knowledge through self-education. As one of those 
living overseas, I fervently hope that my young friends sooner or later 
will be able to go abroad to study and to observe and understand what life 
in the West is really like. Today it is probably not too easy for you to 
go abroad, But in the future, it will probably not be too difficult for 
you to do so. No matter whether you can realize your trip to the West 
today or in the future, you must first take two pieces of advice from 
Americans: Don't waste any time, and willingly be self-reliant.

[Text] According to a special report to thie paper from Beijing, over the 
past year, our country has constantly reiterated the consistent imp).menta- 
tion of the policy on religious freedom, made every effort to implement this 
policy and achieved good results. While visiting the Third Congress of the 
Taoist Association of China, the reporter called on Xiao Xianfa, director 

of the religious affairs bureau of the State Council, and asked him to talk 
about the problems related to the policy of the freedom to believe in reli- 
gion. 


QUESTION: What is the present situation of the religions in our country? 


ANSWER: The main religions in our country are Catholic, Protestantism, Bud- 
dhiem, Taoism and Islam. These religions have a long history in our coun- 
try and a fairly large number of people believe in them. In particular, 
many people among 10 fraternal nationalities in our country believe in the 
Islamic religion. 


Over the past few years, the party and the government have reiterated the 
policy on the freedom to believe in religion and rehabilitated the religious 
affaire bureau of the State Council and the religious work organs of local 
governments at all levels. They have reviewed and reversed the verdicts on 
grievances, trumped-up cases and miscarriages of justice in religious cir- 
cles and rehabilitated people's reputation. Meanwhile, they have eliminated 
the effects on their dependents and children. Politically, they have made 
arrangements for some people in religious circles and economicahly they have 
helped chem overcome difficulties in livelihood in many places. To help 
religious people solve the problem of places for religious activities, all 
places have gradually restored some temples and churches and the proper 
religious practices of the religious masses are gradually returning to nor- 
mal. All national religious organizations and patriotic organizations have 
resumed their activities and local religious organizations and patriotic 
organizations are gradually being rehabilitated. The Islamic Association of 
China held its fourth congress not long ago. The Taoist Association of China 
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ie now holding ite third congress. On the basis of the demands of the reli- 
gious masees and the epirit of the policy of the freedom to believe in reli- 
gion, all religious organization are beginning to print religious classics, 

restoring religious publications and reestablishing religious schools. The 

masses are satisfied with the implementation of the policy of the freedom to 
believe in religion and practice hae proved the complete correctness of this 
policy. 


QUESTION: What are the contents of the party's policy on the freedom to 
believe in religion? 


ANSWER: Our consistent policy ie: Every citizen enjoys the freedom to be- 
lieve in religion and the freedom not to believe in religion; the freedom 
to believe today and the freedom not to believe tomorrow; the freedom not to 
believe today and the freedom to believe tomorrow; and the freedom to be- 
lieve in any religion. Whether he believes in religion or not, every citi- 
zen in our country hae an equal social and political status and should not 
be discriminated against and excluded because of the problem of belief. All 
religions have the right to participate in the political left of the state. 
For example, delegates from religious circles have participated in the NPC, 
local people's congresses at all levels, and CPPCC and local CPPCC comit- 
tees at all levels. Religions with large numbers of believers and those 
with emall numbers have an equal social status. Our country has not state 
religion and does not allow one. All religions respect one another and 

are united. For example, when Moslems and Taoists hold meetings, the other 
religious organizations send representatives to extend greetings. This 
shows their close relations. Old China did not have this situation. 


I want to emphasize one point. When Lin Biao and the gang of four ran wild, 
the policy on the freedom to believe in religion was seriously sabotaged 

ané a catastrophe occurred in religious circles. However, the activities of 
Lin Biao and the gang of four did not represent the party. Our party's 
policy on the freedom to believe in religion is the basic policy of our 

party and government to deal with the problem of themasses' beliefs and is 
not a temporary and expedient measure. This was the policy in the past, 

it ie true now and will be so in the future. So long as there are people 
who believe in religion, we shall im lement this policy. 


QUESTION: Will the freedom to believe in religion be protected by law? 


ANSWER: Yes. The freedom to believe in religion was expressly provided 
for in all previous “constitutions” of our country.

Article 147 of the “criminal law" of our country specially provides: "A 
state functionary who unlawfully deprives others of their freedom of reli- 
gious belief or violates the customs and habits of minority nationalities 
to a serious extent will be sentenced to detention or imprisonment for not 
more than 2 years." Thies affords the masses legal protection of their 
freedom of belief. 





QUESTION: How does the government handle the relations between implementing 
the policy on the freedom to believe in religion and strengthening the 
management of religious activities? 


ANSWER: These are two aspects of the iesue and are not antagonistic and 
contradictory. From the angle of management, we amply protect the freedom 
to believe in religion. In management, we uphold the people's right to be- 
lieve in religion and not t» believe in religion in accordance with the law 
and decrees of the state and government. We must keep within bounde and 
prohibit the activities of forcing people to believe or not to believe in 
religion, sabotaging the religious masses' normal religious activities and 
making use of religious activities to sabotage social order, production order 
and work order. Serious cases should be dealt with according to law. We 
believe that the sorcerers and witches use superstition to fabricate runors, 
obtain money and property by deception, rape women and harm the people's 
lives. These are not the modern religious problems but criminal deeds and 
should be dealt with according to law. We do this because we want the 
masses to be able to enjoy the right of freedom to believe in religion. If 
there is no management, the people who believe in religion and do not be- 
lieve in religion cannot be protected. 


QUESTION: Please tell us your opinion on the future of the religions of 
our country. 


ANSWER: Marxism-Leninism holds that all things have their own progress and 
law of occurrence, development and extinction. This is also true for our 
Communist Party. After it completes its own historical mission, it will 
die out. Religious ideology and all religious organizations are no excep- 
tion. They are the products of history, will follow the development of 
social history and will finally die out. However, this will only happen 
after a very, very long time. This is the fundamental viewpoint of our 
Communist Party members. 


We respect the objective law and do not advocate the abolition of religion 
by means of administrative measures. For example, Taoism in our country 
has developed and undergone changes for more than 1,000 years and now there 
are undeniably fewer believers of this religion.

CHINESE SURVEY REVEALS CHINESE CHILDREN HEALTHIER

[Text] Beijing, 1 Jum (XINHUA)--Chinese children are an average two centi- 
metres taller and one kilogramme heavier than children 30 years ago, accord- 
ing to the results of a survey on the physical development of children under 
the age of 14. 


The survey was carried out last year by public health departments in nine 
major cities. A nation-wide survey also gathered information on the health 
of China's 28 million pre-school children in urban and rural areas. 


Among the most noticeable trends to emerge from the survey was the fact that 
the average height and weight of children in the southern half of China are 
increasing at a faster rate than in the north. 


In Nanjing, nine-year-old boys are an average 4.6 centimetres taller and 
3.1 kilogrammes heavier than nine~year-olds 30 years ago. Girls of the 
same age are an average 5.4 centimetres taller and 2.8 kilogrammes heavier. 


Statistics on infant mortality showed that in Shanghai infant deaths within 
28 daye of birth stood at 5.65 per cent at the time of the founding of the 
People's Republic in 1949. Last year, it was only 0.765 per cent. 


Last year's survey was conducted by pediatricians and other health workers 
including rural “bare-foot doctors," so called because most of them still 
work part-time in the fields. They are a vital force in rural medical ser- 
vices. 


In Inner Mongolia, medical teams toured the settlements of Mongolian herds- 
men and checked the development, diet and health of 16,000 children under 
the age of seven. 


The survey was the most comprehensive ever carried out in China, although 
doctors have been collecting data on child health for several years.

Public health departments pay special attention to preventive medicine 
for children, providing vaccinations and inoculations anc treatment 
against trachoma and dental decay. Primary school children are taught to 
do eye exercises for five minutes every day to prevent short-sightedness.

[Text] Beijing, 30 May (XINHUA)--China now has more than 165,600 kinder- 
gartens accommodating 8,792,000 children between the ages of three and six, 
the national committee for the defence of children said in Beijing today. 


The committee said kindergartens, which are subsidised by the state and by 
the parents' work unite, free millions of mothers to do productive work. 


Most of the nurseries--about 139,000, caring for 6,278,000 children--are 
in rural areas, the committee said. 


The fees paid by the parents vary from place to place. In Beijing, where 
the montly cost of a child living in the kindergarten for a full six days 
a week is 30.5 yuan, the parents pay 16.5 yuan and the subsidy from the 
work unite is 14 yuan. Yor children under the age of 18 months the state 
gives another five yuan. 


In some rural communes, a mother may pay up to one-fifth of her income 
while in better-off communes she would pay only for food. 


The importance the government attaches to the nursery service is indicated 

by the high profile given to the department in charge of small-child care. 

The department is headed at state level by Vice-Premier Chen Muhua and pro- 
vinces, municipalities and districts throughout the country make nurseries 

a prominent item in their budgets. 


Yexian County and Rongcheng County, Shandong Province, East China, have 
95 per cent and 92 per cent respectively of their pre-school children in 
nurseries and kindergartens, the highest rates in China's 2,000 counties. 
They are closely followed by Helong County, in Jilin Province, northeast 
China, with 91 per cent. 


Shenyang, the northeast industrial city, has 2,450 kindergartens, accommo- 
dating 68 per cent of the town's small children.

We must 
not exaggerate these shortcomings and problems in periodicals or take minor 
aspects as main trends, thereby letting this affect our faith in the imple- 
mentation of the principle of “Let a Hundred Flowers Blossom and a Hundred 
Schools of Thought Contend."” However, we should also not ignore short- 
comings and problems and lower our guard. Such an attitude would be harn- 
ful to the cause of the party and the healthy growth of literature and art. 
We must make a concrete analysis of concrete problems inthe spirit of seek- 
ing truth from facts. We must not “negate everything in one stroke," make 

a lot of noise and stir up a hurricane. Of course, we need some wind to 
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solve problems, but it has to be gentle breeze. Sometimes we even need some 
rain, but it must be mild one. We must strengthen our sense of political 
responsibility and further improve the ideological and artistic qualicy of 
literary and art periodicals through the rational discussion and exchange of 
views and the normal manner of literary and art criticism, and by seriously 
assessing our experience, in order to strive to give the people the best 
spiritual nourishment. 


There is another problem worthy of serious attention in running literary and 
art periodicals well, that is, we must show concern for our contingent of 
editorial personnel and strengthen the building of a contingent of editorial 
staff. Editors are "unsung heroes." They do not work for fame or mater- 
ial benefits. To popularize literary works and cultivate talent, they work 
silently and industriously. This spirit of self-sacrifice is worthy of our 
respect. Leadership at all levels should respect them, show concern for 
them and support them. We should actively create the necessary conditions 

to give them higher wages and provide them with a better environment for 
study and work. We believe that with the support of the party and the 
masses and with the editorial personnel bringing into full play their talents 
and wisdom and enthusiasm and creativity, we will most certainly be able to 
make our literary and art periodicals even more colorful and lively and serve 
the people and socialism even better.
